The Purpose of the Institution 


HE State Normal School at Valley City, North Dakota, 
is maintained by the State for the purpose of training 
m teachers. The curriculum and regulations of the school 
= are formed, therefore, with a direct reference to this 
double purpose—the instruction and training of teach- 
ers. The studies are selected with reference to their pedagogical 
value. It is not the aim to give a mere academic view of them. 
The school does aim to give the student a teacher’s view of 
each subject, in order that he may be efficient in the education 
of others. 

The teacher’s knowledge is three-fold; first, of subject 
matter; second, of the individual to be taught; third, of meth- 
ods of procedure, this to be acquired as an art in the training 
school. These are the three ends, but to make these three ends 
efficient, the school takes great pains that all candidates for its 
diploma are persons of high character. 

By its practice in teaching and by its careful supervision 
of the student’s life and work in the outside activities of the 
_ school, the institution hopes to initiate its students into life and 

to give them a knowledge of the ways of the world so as to 
make them intelligent and interested citizens in the commun- 
ities where they teach. 

Thorough scholarship results from interested activity on 
the part of the student directed by wise instruction. In- 
structors in a Normal School should be specialists in subject 
matter as well as expert teachers. This school, fortunately, 
has such a corps of instructors, teachers as well as specialists. 

Commenius says, “Let the things that have to be done be 
learned in doing them.”’ Real skill in teaching can be best 
acquired by teaching, Abundant opportunity is afforded in the 
training school for practice in the art of teaching, the observa- 
tion of children and of expert teaching. 

But the practice of an art must be founded upon rational 
theory. The professional department of the institution offers 
ample opportunity for the study of psychology, particularly 
child psychology, educational theory, the observation of chil- 
dren in the training school, the kindergarten, and the play 
ground. - 

The atmosphere and discipline of the school are such as to 
influence the lives of students wholesomely, to advance the 
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standard of teaching, to elevate the teacher and through the 
teacher his work, and to promote the interests of the state by 
a general advance of intelligence, morality and culture of the 
people.

The rural teacher has conditions and problems to face 
which the grade teacher in the city does not have. The State 
Legislature of 1909 authorized a special course of ten and a 
half months for the training of rural teachers, on the com- 
pletion of which the student receives a second grade certificate 
valid in any county of the state. To enter this course the 
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student must be an eighth grade graduate and seventeen years 
of age. Under the rules of the State Board of Education we 
are offering an additional course of one year containing the 
additional subjects required for a first grade certificate. 

The work of the second year follows: 


Psychology, three terms. 

Algebra, three terms. 

American Literature, three terms. 

Six terms work chosen from Agriculture, Manual Train- 
ing, Domestic Science, Physical Geography or other subjects. 

As heretofore, the teacher who completes the ten and a 
half months’ course will receive a second grade certificate. 
The student who completes the two years’ course, if twenty 
years of age and with eight months’ experience as a teacher, 
will receive a first grade certificate. If without these require- 
ments he will at first receive a second grade certificate; then 
as soon as he has the required age and experience, he will © 
receive the first grade certificate. When he later returns to 
complete his Normal course, he will receive full credit on 
it for all time spent on these courses.

The above outline shows how a student may start in the 
Fall term of the first year and complete all studies of the 
Elementary course in four years. It is best to begin in the 
Fall term, since the second and third year studies begin only 
in the Fall term. 

The intending student will notice that six electives are 
permitted in this course. He may, where electives are indicated, 
select his studies from any of the subjects offered in the insti- 
tution. In addition to the studies required in the above outline, 
he may take six units in the Commercial branches, or six 
terms in Domestic Science, or six terms’ work in Manual 
Training, six of Latin or German, or any combination of these 
studies. It is recommended, however, that he take all of his 
electives in one line of work. The student is also reminded 
that he should begin any such course of electives as soon as 
possible in his school career, and as may be arranged for him 
by his faculty adviser. It will be observed that the student 
has two full years of electives, and if he chooses to remain in 
the school five years and take either the advanced or one of 
the special courses, he may prosecute his special electives 
through three years. 

It is required that the student appearing for graduation 
shall have 60 term credits, 54 of which are required as in- 
dicated in the outline, the remaining six he may elect from 
the following list: Latin, German, Social Science, Manual 
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Training, Domestic Science, English Literature, Expression, 
Commercial Studies, Science, Standard Agriculture. 


Standings in individual certificate subjects in any of the 
subjects in the above course will be accepted by the State 
Board of Education in lieu of examination by that board on 
the following conditions: 

(a) Standings must be 75 per cent or over, or P, G, or E. 

(b) Standings must be on the entire subject. 

(c) Standings over three years old will not be accepted. 

(d) These facts and conditions and the time the subject 
was pursued will be certified to by the registrar of the State” 
Normal School on blanks furnished by the Board of Education. 

The above refers to regular subjects required either for a 
first grade elementary or a second grade elementary certificate, 
so that the students who enter upon the four year course and 
are for any reason prevented from completing it may use their 
standings, so far as they have gone, to secure a certificate.

The One-year Elementary Course for Graduates of High 
Schools consists of the work indicated just above, in all, 15 
term units, all of which are required. Every study is offered 
every term, so that a High School graduate may enter any 
term in the year and complete the course after three terms’ 
attendance. Two Summer Schools count as one term. No 
work done in High School is accepted as a substitute for any of 
the work in this course. Standings will be accepted, however, 
from similar Normal Schools. 


This course gives the High School graduate a very 
good elementary training for teaching in the grades of our 
rural and village schools. It confers a professional certificate 
of the 2nd grade which is valid for five years, but the Normal 
School earnestly recommends the High School graduate to en- 
ter upon the two-year standard or special courses, if time and 
resources will permit, for the reason that these courses secure 
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a professional certificate valid for life and may enter him 
upon a kind of teaching much more congenial and much better 
paid. 

Students without diploma from a first class High School 
may enter upon this course providing they have 16 year credits 
as certified to by the State Board of Education. Those who have 
fewer than 16 High School certificates will be required to 
make up the shortage in the Normal School. 

Graduates from second and third class High Schools will 
be admitted to advanced standing on the four year course 
according to the number of credits brought from their High 
School as certified to by the superintendent thereof.

Introduction to Philosophy, Ethics and Aesthetics may be 
elected in place of either Advanced Psychology or School 
Administration.

The student in arranging his work in this course should 
observe that he is required to take two of the following three 
term studies, viz: 6, 7 and 13. He may choose any two other 
in the list on the preceding page. 

By this arrangement the High School student in two years 
completes his professional work and may specialize by electing 
twelve terms’ academic work in a single group of studies, or 
in two groups that support each other, and thus become quali- 
fied to a certain extent to do High School teaching. 

It is especially desired that students who come from the 
High School to take the two year course should plan to take 
the work in year units. High School graduates will thus 
have five subjects per term the first year and four subjects per 
term the last year. Not more than this number can be 
permitted to any student. 

Graduates of Normal Schools who have had the work rep- 
resented by Course III, the elementary one-year course for 
High School graduates, may enter upon the advanced course 
without examination and complete it in one year. 

The diploma awarded on completion of this course is ac- 
credited as a second grade professional certificate for two 
years, and after nine months’ experience the holder may re- 
ceive a second grade professional certificate valid for life. 

The school urges all intending students to consider the 
advantages of the Standard Course. It gives higher scholar- 
ship and greater efficiency to teachers.

ELECTIVES 


The electives of this course shall be selected from the fol- 
lowing subjects: Botany, Zoology, English (Rhetoric), Edu- 
cation, History, Geography (field). 

The two-year special courses are based upon graduation 
from a first-class High School. Regular Normal School grad- 
uates from the elementary four-year course or elementary 
one-year course may finish any of the special courses in one 
year. 


The diploma from any of the special courses will have the 
same value as a teacher’s certificate as the advanced or standard 
diploma. 


No student shall receive the special certificate or diploma 
except upon the completion of the five-year course of the Nor- 
mal School, or two years of work in the Normal School in 
advance of a first-class High School curriculum. 


If there are not enough graduates of first-class High 
Schools applying for any of the special courses to fill up the 
classes, a few special students not having this qualification may 
be admitted to the work, but not with the expectation of 
graduation. 
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General Admission Requirements 


All candidates for admission to the Normal School must 
be 15 years of age, in good health, of sound mind and good 
moral character. After admission, should lack of health, char- 
acter or fitness for teaching reveal itself, the student will be 
asked to withdraw. 

Students who cannot show completion of an eighth grade 
and who do not hold a teacher’s certificate shall take examina- 
tion in Arithmetic, Grammar, Geography and United States 
History to determine whether they are qualified for entrance. 
The penmanship and spelling of those who take the examina- 
tion will be judged from their papers on the other subjects. 
Any person holding a teacher’s certificate will be admitted to 
Courses I, II, or IV, without examination. 

Students who reveal a conspicuous deficiency in either 
written or oral English after admission will not be permitted 
to graduate until they have made up the deficiency, and at any 
stage of his progress, such a student may be assigned to spe- 
cial classes in English. 


How to Enter the School 


1. Go to the business office, pay the enrollment fee and 
secure the enrollment blank. 

2. Pass to the registrar’s desk who will assign you to an 
adviser and mark his name on your enrollment blank. 

3. Pass to the bookkeeper’s desk, if an occupant of the 
dormitories, and pay the first month’s board bill. If not as- 
signed to the dormitories see the dean of women for boarding 
house list, as approved by her. 

4, In the office of your adviser, fill out completely the in- 
formation called for on the right hand side of the enrollment 
blank. 

5. See your faculty adviser at once with the enrollment 
blank in hand. With him, discuss the plans for your educa- 
tion. He will assign you classes in harmony with your gen- 
eral ambition, writing them on the left hand side of the 
blank. 

6. Report to classes assigned you the day following en- 
rollment, bringing right-hand side of enrollment blank fully 
approved by your adviser. 


Advanced Standing 


All claims for advanced standing should be presented to the 
Committee on Entrance Credits. This committee will accept 
credits brought from other state normal schools, colleges, 
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accredited high schools of this or other states, and first-class 
graded or consolidated schools of our own state, and will decide 
the manner in which such credits shall apply on Normal School 
courses. 

Examination for advanced standing will be permitted in 
the case of work claimed to have been done elsewhere but for 
which satisfactory credentials are not submitted. In such 
cases, the student secures the joint permission of the teacher of 
the subject and the president of the school, pays a special 
examination fee of fifty cents, and on presentation of the 
receipt therefor to the instructor in charge, the examination 
will be given. 

Examination for students in the common school subjects 
will be permitted only to teachers with at least nine months’ 
experience after having taken the first term’s work in any sub- 
ject in this school. Should their work in this first term prove 
satisfactory to the instructor in charge, they may be granted 
the privilege of completing the remainder of the subject by 
examination. Senior reviews may not be passed by examina- 
tion. 

Credits not to exceed five in number will be allowed for 
work done in colleges or secondary schools in subjects not 
included in the Normal School course of study and not sectarian 
or denominational. This number of subjects accepted would, 
of course, absorb the student’s electives in the regular four- 
year or five-year courses. 


Promotion 


A student’s record is made from his daily work and occa- 
sional tests. The standings secured on daily work are doubled; 
to that is added the average standing secured in tests, and the 
final standing is determined by dividing this sum by three. 

Those who fail in any term’s work will be required to take 
it again on such conditions as the instructor may impose. 

In a Normal School preparing students for teaching, pro- 
motion and graduation will be made with reference to the stu- 
dent’s ability as a teacher, his power to organize subject mat- 
ter, as well as upon his general scholarship. Scholarship, how- 
ever, must be thorough and comprehensive. 


Graduation 


Students who complete any of the several courses of study 
and who give evidence of scholarship, teaching skill, personal 
character and behavior, as well as ability, will be graduated 
and awarded a diploma appropriate to their curriculum. 
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Those who complete Course II must present 60 term cred- 
its for graduation, for completion of Course III 15 credits 
are required. Candidates for graduation from Course IV 
must present 72 credits and from Course V 27, 15 of which 
represent the required units in the one-year elementary course 
and twelve must relate to the specialty chosen. 

No diploma will be granted any student who has not been 
a resident in the Normal School and taken a course of at least 
one year. Those who expect to enter the teaching profession 
by examination should apply to the State Board of Education. 

All the student’s work must be performed before the for- 
malities of graduation, nor will any student be permitted to 
plead any rule of this catalog nor statement made by any mem- 
ber of the faculty as a reason for not completing the entire 
work of his course before receiving his diploma. 


The Diploma Accredited 


The diploma granted on completion of the Standard or 
or Five-year curriculum of the State Normal School or its 
equivalent, the Two-year Curriculum for High School gradu- 
ates, shall be accredited as a second grade professional certifi- 
cate for two years, and after nine months’ successful experi- 
ence in teaching, the holder of this diploma shall be entitled to 
a second-grade professional certificate valid for life. 

The diploma granted on the completion of the Four-year 
curriculum of the State Normal School, or its equivalent, the 
One-year curriculum for High School graduates, shall be ac- 
credited as a professional certificate of the second grade for 
two years, and after nine months’ successful experience in 
teaching the holder of this diploma shall be entitled to a second- 
grade professional certificate valid for five years and renewable 
in the discretion of the State Board of Education. 

Those who complete the ten and one-half months’ curric- 
ulum for rural school teachers shall be entitled to a second- 
grade elementary certificate. 

The diploma from any of the several special courses will be 
accredited as are the diplomas of the regular Standard or Five- 
year curriculum. 


Credits 


A subject carried one term of three months is a unit. The 
standing granted for the completion of such a unit is a credit. | 
Subjects carried through the year are often called a course, 
recitations in such cases being daily five times per week. 
What in this catalog is referred to usually as a course of study 
should properly be called curriculum. 
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Standings 


The following method of recording standings of students 
is now in vogue in this school: F indicates failure, P passing 
grade, G good, E excellent and, in special cases, an H is given 
which indicates an honor student in the subject. 


General Regulations 


Each student should be guided by his faculty adviser in 
the choice and arrangement of studies. It is also best to take 
subjects up in the order in which they are presented in the 
course of study. Students who enter upon a three-term sub- 
ject are expected to take the three terms in succession, if in 
school, unless they are excused by the faculty. 

Five regular subjects per term is the maximum for each 
student to carry. If the student wishes more than this number, 
he must secure the vote of the faculty by a written requisition 
to the faculty committee on petitions. Students who make a 
low average in any subject may be required to take fewer than 
five subjects. 7 

No work done in High School can be accepted by the Nor- 
mal School to shorten the time of any course, but no student 
will be required to repeat work accomplished in High School 
but will be expected to take some subject recommended by his 
faculty adviser as a substitute. 

Absence from a recitation reduces a student’s final standing 
1 per cent, if he presents a reasonable excuse; 2 per cent if the 
reason for his absence is unsatisfactory to the instructor. 


Departments 


Agriculture 


MR. JAMES. MR. SEYMOUR. 


The work in agriculture is designed to interest students in 
and put them in touch with the things of rural life. An effort 
is made to teach the simple, yet fundamental, principles of 
agriculture, always keeping in mind the agricultural conditions 
of North Dakota. Just those things are taught which are 
thought to be most suited to train teachers in this work. 


AGRICULTURE lla. Elementary. An elective offered each 
summer term. The plant; requirements for its propagation 
and growth; farm crops; the nature, formation, cultivation and 
fertility of soils; fruits, trees and ornamental shrubbery 
adapted to North Dakota. Simple laboratory work, suitable 
for the common schools and requiring little apparatus. TExtT: 
Warren's Elements of Agriculture. 


AGRICULTURE 41a. Required of those who elect the two- 
year primary course. Spring term. The purpose of this course 
is to acquaint students in the primary course with a few simple 
principles of agriculture. Material suitable for nature study 
and elementary agriculture in the lower grades is dealt with. 
This course alternates with nature study for these same 
students. 


AGRICULTURE 11R and 12r. Fall and Spring. Required 
of those pursuing Rural School Course. The aim is to in- 
terest the student in rural life, cause him to believe in its 
wholesomeness and possibilities, and give him a knowledge of 
the elements of agriculture. The course covers the same sub- 
jects that are covered in “Agriculture 11, 12 and 13,” but less 
time is spent upon laboratory work, and the subjects are 
treated in a briefer manner. Text: Warren’s Elements of 
Agriculture. 


AGRICULTURE 11, 12 and 13. Required of all regular first- 
year students in the four-year elementary course. Agricul- 
ture 11 is a study of the plant, its growth, propagation, ger- 
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mination of seeds, identification, and scoring; a few type farm 
crops; identification and study of weeds with methods of eradi- 
cation, Agriculture 12 deals with the principles of feeding 
farm animals, history of a few main breeds, their chief char- 
acteristics and uses; dairying, with attention to the care of 
milk on the farm, the Babcock test, etc. Agriculture 13 has 
to do with soils, their nature, formation, texture, composition, 
drainage, and rotation of crops; soil fertility, with special 
attention to the essential plant foods, their abundance, and 
source. Common fruits of the region, considering planting, 
pruning and general care; ornamental trees, shrubs and vines, 
house plants, etc., suitable for North Dakota school and home 
vegetable gardens. Three hours a week of recitation, and four 
hours a week of laboratory and field work, including school 
garden and experiment plots. Texts: Wilson and Warbur- 
ten’s Field Crops. Harper’s Animal Husbandry for Schools. 
Whitson and Walster’s Soils and Soil Fertility. 


ADVANCED AGRICULTURE. Two years. Seven periods a 
week. Designed for those who elect agriculture as the special 
subject in the five-year course or those who wish the speciai 
diploma in Elementary Agriculture. Much the same subjects 
are considered as in the one-year course, but in a more de- 
tailed and advanced way. The laboratory work is more ex- 
tensive and more time is devoted to it. The work is divided 
as follows: 


AGRICULTURE 41H. The plant and farm crops; study of 
the plant, requirements of plant growth, propagation, identifi- 
cation, germination, and scoring of seeds; their selection, care, 
etc.; identification study of most injurious weeds and their 
seeds, with methods of combatting them; a few special farm 
crops—corn, for example; description of main varieties, scor- 
ing and grading, cultivation, uses, places in rotation, etc. 
TExT: Wilson's Farm Crops. 


AGRICULTURE 42H. The physical nature of soils, their for- 
mation, function, origin, and wasting; texture, composition 
and kinds; capillarity, osmosis, and diffusion in their relation 
to the soil and plants; soil, water, air, temperature; drainage, 
physical effects of tillage and fertilizers. Text: Lyon and 
Fippm’s Soils. 


AGRICULTURE 43H. Fruits, the location, planting, tillage, 
protection, and general care of trees and small fruits; diseases 
and injurious insects. Landscape gardening; simple rules of 
planting with several trees and shrubs adapted to this state. 


ee 
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Propagation, seedage, cuttage, layerage, and grafting. Win- 
dow boxes and school gardens; laboratory and garden work. 
TExt: Green's Popular Fruit Growimeg. 


AGRICULTURE 51. A study of farm animals. Horses, draft 
and road; cattle, beef and dairy; hogs, fat or lard and bacon. 
Sheep, mutton and wool. Poultry, meat, general purpose, egg 
types. History of main breeds; economy of different types; 
their management and care: Text: Harpers Animal Hus- 
bandry for Schools. 


AGRICULTURE 52. Animal feeding. Food principles, diges- 
tive system of farm animals; function of nutriments; food 
stuffs; nutritive ration; balanced rations; feeding of grow- 
ing and work animals. Dairying; composition and care of 
milk; its bacteria; Babcock test; individual differences of 
dairy cows; economy of dairying in farm practice. TExT: 
Harpers Animal Husbandry for Schools. 


AGRICULTURE 53, Chemical composition of the soil. The 
plant foods necessary to plant growth; their uses, foods likely 
to become deficient ; crop requirements of these elements ; losses 
of fertility; their causes; commercial fertilizers; pot culture 
experiments and field work. Text: Hopkins’ Soil Fertthty 
and Permanent Agriculture. 


Art 
MISS DEEM MISS RIEBE 


The Art work has two purposes: 

(1) To give the students of Course II the power of 
seeing and interpreting the beauty of the familiar world, a 
knowledge of practical esthetics and established criteria for 
good taste in the appointments of everyday life, and a prac- 
tical knowledge of perspective and color. This work is re- 
quired in the second year, is carried one hour a day for three 
terms and gives one and one-half credits. 

(2) To prepare teachers who desire to specialize in school 
art. Such students are offered an additional year in the train- 
ing of hand and eye, a year’s work in Methods in Art and a 
year’s work in Applied Design. (See page 20 for complete 
outline of course.) 


DRAWING 21. One-half credit. Theory of color. Exer- 
cises to develop the color sense, and a study of the funda- 
mental laws with regard to the handling of color. The ap- 
plication of the laws of color in pictorial representation of 
flowers and still-life. Pencil, colored chalks, water color. 
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DRAWING 22. One-half credit. Free hand and mechanical 
perspective. Drawing from cast and life. The development 
of house plans as a method of understanding artistic and con- 
venient house arrangement. 


DRAWING 23. One-half credit. Design. The object of this 
term’s work is the application of the laws of aesthetics to the 
problems of household and personal decoration. The laws of 
applied and pictorial design. Further work in harmonizing 
colors and in nature study. 


DrawiNnc 41a. This is a course for teachers wishing to 
specialize in primary work. It includes water color work, 
blackboard drawing and clay modeling. 


DrawinG 41H. Drawing from still life, cast, and life. 
Mediums used: water color, colored chalks, charcoal. 


DrawinG 42H. Applied design, materials used: leather, 
brass, copper, and clay. 


DrawinG 43H. History of Art. This course is a study 
of the evolution of the various art forms as a method of un- 
derstanding the art of today. 


Drawinc 51a. One credit. Prerequisite, Drawing 21-2-3 
and Drawing 41-2-3. Primary methods. A course in draw- 
ing and hand work for the first four grades. Teaching in 
the Model School. 


DraAwING 52. One credit. Intermediate and grammar 
school methods. A course in drawing and hand work, con- 
sisting of clay modeling, book binding, lettering, basketry, pot- 
tery, etc. Teaching in the Model School. 


Drawinc 53. A further study of applied design. Black- 
board drawing. The general problems of supervision. Or- 
ganization of the Art Department. Decoration of school 
rooms. Exhibitions and their uses. 


AppLieD DesiGN 51. Work in leather and basketry. 
ApPLiED Desicn 52. Pottery. 
APppLiEeD Desicn 53. Copper work. 


Commercial Studies 


MR. CURTISS MRS, GREENWOOD 
MISS COOK 


The commercial department of this school should not be 
confused in the public mind with the business colleges. The 
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primary aim of the work is the preparation of teachers of 
commercial subjects for the high schools of the state. The 
work is correlated with that of the departments of English, 
Education and Teaching, and constitutes one of the special 
courses offered to graduates of the Normal School and the 
High Schools. Undergraduates planning to take this course 
should choose all their electives from the work of this depart- 
ment. 


A definite and systematic effort is made in every class in 
the department to secure not only technical skill but to inspire 
students to higher ideals of citizenship through service, either 
as employees or teachers, which shall elevate commercial 
standards. 


PENMANSHIP 11,12 and 13. Free hand writing, with abun- 
dant practice and drill, and special attention to the correct 
pedagogy of the subject. Students are taught how to write 
well and how to teach writing well. Text: The Curtiss Ideal. 


PEN Metuops 41 and 41H. Six weeks only, but offered 
each term. Required of all seniors. This work is designed to 
prepare students to become teachers of writing, and super- 
visors of writing, in school systems. 


BOOKKEEPING 21, 22 and 23 or 41H, 42H and 43H. Special 
column ruling, duplicating devices, department ledgers, the 
keeping of branch store accounts, the opening and closing of 
partnership books, and office practice. The instruction in 
bookkeeping is entirely individual. Text: Curtiss’ American 
Standard Bookkeeping. 


STENOGRAPHY 21, 22 and 23 or 51, 52, and 53. Open to all 
second-year students. The fundamental principles of the sub- 
ject, followed by extensive practice and accompanied by ex- 
haustive test exercises designed to increase the student’s 
stenographic vocabulary and strengthen the memory. Careful 
attention is given to business forms, legal and legislative docu- 
ments, filing, copying, indexing, manifolding, as well as the 
general knowledge and habits required of the competent 
amanuensis. TExtTs: Barnes’ Brief Course, Reader I, II, and 
III, and Universal Dictation Course, and Tinus’ Dictation 
Studies. 


TYPEWRITING 21, 22 and 23 or 41H, 42H and 43H. The 
touch system; perfect mastery of the keyboard; care of the 
machine ; rapid and accurate work, with a final minimum speed 
of forty-five words per minute. Text: R. P. Felch’s Touch 
Typewriting Instructor. 
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CoMMERCIAL LAW 21, 22 and 23 or 41H, 42H and 43H. 
Alternate daily with Commercial Correspondence. Required 
of all bookkeeping students. A thorough study of the funda- 
mental laws of business and principles governing trade. Prac- 
tical application is made of every theory taught. Systematic 
instruction and drills in contracts, negotiable instruments, per- 
sonal property, agency, partnership, corporations, insurance, 
and real estate transfers are conducted. Especial attention is 
paid to the preparation of all common legal documents. The 
formation of good business habits and the elevation of the 
ideals of citizenship are given careful thought in this course. 
Text: Lyons’ Commercial Law. 


COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENCE 21, 22 and 23, or 41H, 42H 
and 43H. Alternating daily with Commercial Law. Required of 
all commercial students. Substitutes for regular rhetoric work. 
Much attention is given in this course to correct English in 
letters and essays. Systematic drill is carried on throughout 
the year in all technicalities relating to business documents. 
In addition to extensive practice in business letter writing, the 
following short courses are incorporated: contracts, invoicing, 
billing, telegraphing, cabling, advertising, social correspond- 
ence and postal information. TExtT: Altamaier’s Commercial 
Correspondence. 


SHORT COURSE COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENCE 21 or 41H. 
Daily. Open to commercial students who can remain for the 
winter term only. Practically the same work as outlined above 
in slightly abbreviated form. Text: Altamaier’s Commercial 
Correspondence. 


OFFICE PRACTICE 21 or 51. - One term daily. Required of 
all completing the stenographic course; open to all business 
students who have the necessary preparation. Given in the 
Spring term only. This course includes all the work usually 
required of all employees in a business office, except book- 
keeping. A co-partnership is formed and each member of the 
class is employed by the “firm” to do all the work connected 
with the business, making and keeping up-to-date the mailing 
list, attending to the correspondence, advertising, filing, tele- 
graphing, taking orders, filling orders, meeting business com- 
plications and coping with them, dealing with patriotic, social 
and civic conditions, etc. The work is carefully planned to 
meet the conditions of our own state and results in the rapid 
development of individual initiative and intelligent business 
efficiency. Texts: Knox's Business Efficiency. Greenwood’s, 
A Brief Course in Office Practice. 
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The work in Bookkeeping, Stenography, Typewriting, Cor- 
respondence and Law, as given above, is arranged for the stu- 
dent who at the beginning of his second year elects the Special 
Commercial Course. 


Graduates of High Schools coming in to take the course will 
receive the work in the regular order as outlined in “Special 
Course C,” first and second year, in connection with their pro- 
fessional studies. Advanced Bookkeeping 51 and 52, and 
Shorthand Methods 53 may be taken in the third year by 
Normal School students, upon the completion of the elemen- 
tary course in both these subjects, and by High School grad- 
uates in the fifth year as outlined in the special course. 


Home Economics 


MISS FARNSWORTH MISS TILLSON 
MISS MORAN MISS WINN 


This course has been added to the curriculum because of 
the great demand for teachers trained to teach domestic 
science and domestic art in the public schools. It is open to 
High School graduates or those taking the five-year course. 
Others may take the work as an elective if the classes are not 
crowded. Graduates of this course are qualified to teach do- 
mestic science and domestic art in any first-class high school. 


A double period daily is devoted to Home Economics and 
allows one credit. Two days are devoted to cooking, two days 
to sewing and one day in the first year to food study and in the 
second year to dietetics. 


DoMEsTIC SCIENCE 41, 42, 48 and 41H, 42H, 43H. Plain 
Cooking and Food Study. This has to do with the character, 
value, use and preparation of food materials; special emphasis 
is given to the scientific principles underlying food preparation, 
and their practical application. 


PLAIN SEWING. This teaches the fundamentals of sewing 
and their application; it includes the making of models illus- 
trative of the various phases of the work. Application is then 
made of the processes to simple garments such as underwear, 
aprons and plain waists, by means of hand and machine sewing. 


PuysioLocy 41-41H. This course is planned with special 
reference to the Physiology of Nutrition and the maintenance 
of a healthy organism. It is necessary to a proper under- 
standing of food study and dietetics. This course is confined 
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to pupils taking domestic science. The text book used is 
Peabody's Physiology and Nutrition. 


Home Nursinc 43-43H. Practical treatment of the simple 
ailments of the human body is given and the methods of 
handling simple emergencies that may occur in the home, 
school or elsewhere. Proper care of the sick in the home and 
a brief course in Invalid Cookery completes this course. 


ADVANCED CooKING 51, 52 and 53. This course deals with 
foods which are elaborate in composition and preparation. At- 
tention is directed to food combinations and the correct service 
of foods; also to marketing with reference to cost of materials 
and returns in food value. Practice is given in serving 
luncheons and dinners and each pupil is required to give a 
demonstration in some phase of cooking. 


DRESSMAKING 51, 52 and 53. This course includes the 
drafting of patterns and the making of shirtwaists, dresses 
and suits. The various methods of trimming and finishing 
are taught. 


TEXTILES 41 and 41H. Six weeks. The history and char- 
acter of the four textile fibers is studied. Special attention is 
given to the proper selection of textile materials, to their 
wearing qualities, permanence of color and adaptability to 
the particular use for which they are selected. This course 
requires six weeks. Text: Dooley’s Textiles. 


Dretetics 51 and 52. This subject shows the relation of 
the study of physiology, chemistry and food study to the 
preparation of the diet. Attention is given to the balanced 
ration, the preparation of the family menu, and to the feeding 
of people of all ages under various conditions. Special refer- 
ence is made to the diet of school children. An extended study 
is made of the school lunch movement. 

This work is combined with Advanced Cooking and ex- 
tends through the first semester. TrExt: Pattee’s Practical 
Dietetics. 


HousEHOLD MANAGEMENT 51. This course takes the place 
of dietetics during the last half of the year. It includes all 
the knowledge necessary to the organization, furnishing and 
care of the home. Great emphasis is given to the business 
affairs of the home and the correct management of the financial 
resources. To those taking the teacher’s course, instruction is 
given in the history and literature of domestic science together 
with its organization in the public schools. 
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DoMESTIC SCIENCE AND ArT 11R. Twelve weeks in domes- 
tic science is given to the pupils in the Rural Course. The 
work is adapted to the needs of the rural schools. Sewing 
alternates with cooking and food study. Suggestions are given 
for a simple and inexpensive equipment, also methods are pre- 
sented for carrying on the work and for the introduction of 
the warm lunch in the rural schools. 


MuLLINERY AND ART NEEDLE Work 51. Millinery. The 
purposes of this course are to teach the art of making and 
trimming hats; to develop skill in the handling of materials and 
taste in their selection; and to present methods of cleaning and 
renovating materials that may be used in remodeling hats. 
This course requires six weeks. 


ArT NEEDLEWorRK 51. Training is given in the application 
of design and skill in needle work to the finishing and decora- 
tion of articles of use, either clothing or house furnishings, It 
includes the various styles of embroidery as well as knitting 
and crochet work. The time required is six weeks. 


Education 


MR. FINNEY MISS NELSON 


The aim of this department is two fold; first, to acquaint 
the student with the fundamental, historical and sociological 
considerations that will enable him to comprehend the meaning 
of education; second, to point out the application of psycholog- 
ical and sociological principles in the technique of school man- 
agement. 


EpucaTIon 41 and 41H. History of Education. Repeated 
each term. Required of all seniors. This is a general review 
of the history of education with special reference to the de- 
velopment of the ideals and institutions of civilization and the 
part education has played in that development. TExt: Mon- 
roe’s History of Education. 


EpucaTIon 42 and 42H. Philosophy of Education. Re- 
peated each term. Required of seniors. This course is a defi- 
nition from various significant standpoints, especially that of 
social evolution, of the function of education. It is also an 
appraisal of educational values. Text: Thorndike’s Educa- 
tion and other texts. 


EpucaTion 43 and 43H, School Management and School 
Hygiene. Required of all seniors. The time is divided be- 
tween the actual problems of the teacher’s daily work and the 
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school conditions affecting the health of the pupils. TExts: 
Bagleys Classroom Management and Dressler’s School 
Hygiene. 


EpucaTion 51 and 52. Contemporary Educational Sys- 
tems. Primarily for advanced students, and open to seniors. A 
study of the school systems of England, Germany, and the 
United States. Credit is allowed for the work of either term, 
though the course runs through two terms. TrExts: Sharpless’ 
English Education, Bolton’s The Secondary School System of 
Germany, Boone’s Education in the United States and Parker's 
History of Elementary Education. 


EpucaTIoNn 53. School Administration. Spring term. For 
advanced students and seniors. This course, dealing with the 
practical problems of School Administration, makes the course 
on Contemporary Educational Systems a year’s work. TeExT: 
Hollister's Admimstration of Education. 


EpucaTIon 5la, 52a, 53a. Introduction to Philosophy, 
Ethics and Aesthetics. If desired, a course in these branches 
will be given, running three terms. (For advanced students. ) 


History 
MR. WEMETT MISS HILL 


The aim of the department is to show history as a growth 
of institutional life—of ideas not form; to acquaint the stu- 
dent with the instruments used in the interpretation and or- 
ganization of historical material for teaching purposes and 
from the viewpoint of the teacher. 


History 21. European background of, and colonization of, 
America, the colonial period, the inter-colonial wars and co- 
operation, the revolution, origin and establishment of the con- 
stitution—1789. Required of second-year students in the winter 
term. Text: James and Sanford’s American History. 


History 22. The growth of nationalism and its conflict 
with democracy, slavery and industrial interests, the new na- 
tionalism, and the United States as a world-power. Required 
of second-year students in the spring term. TExtT: James 
and Sanford’s American History. 


History 23 (Civics). Origin and growth of the constitu- 
tion of North Dakota, and its administration through political 
parties. Comparison with the federal constitution is made. 
Required of Juniors in the fall term. Text: Boyle’s Govern- 
ment of North Dakota. 
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History 31. A general survey of the civilization of the 
Greeks and Romans from early times to 800 A. D., including a 
brief account of the Oriental nations. Required of Juniors in 
the fall term. TrExt: West’s Ancient World. 


History 32. A course in the general movements of insti- 
tutional life from the Germanic migrations to the eve of the 
French revolution—1789. Required of Juniors in the winter 
term. Text: Robinson’s History of Western Europe. 


History 33. The origin and course of the French revo- 
lution, the Napoleonic era, and the 19th Century. Required of 
Juniors in the spring term. 


History 41 and 41H (Review). This course treats of the 
nature of history, the instruments used in the interpretation 
and organization of historical material for teaching purposes, 
and from the viewpoint of the student and teacher; exercises 
in interpreting and organizing a special limited field; the ele- 
mentary phases of the subject will be developed; critical ex- 
amination of text-books, and the making of lesson plans. Re- 
quired of seniors. Repeated each term. 

Note.—Only one of the following Advanced Courses will 
be given in any one year. Open only to Seniors and Gradu- 
ates. 


History 51, 52, 53. Advanced American History. An in- 
tensive study will be made of some period to be selected. Text 
book, readings, reports, discussions, and the preparation of a 
bibliography of the field covered. 


History 5la, 52a, 53a. Social and Industrial History of 
the United States. A study of the social and industrial forces 
affecting the growth and expansion of American institutions. 


Text book, readings, reports, discussions, and the preparation ° 


of a bibliography. 


History 51b, 52b, 53b. Economics and Sociology. (1) 
The first half of the year will be given to a scientific expla- 
nation of modern industrial society, and to acquaint the stu- 
dent with the method of approach to, and the nature of, 
present day problems with their practical applications. (2) 
In the second half of the year an elementary course in the 
methods and problems of sociology, with their applications to 
present day affairs, will be given. Text books, readings, re- 
ports, discussions, and the preparation of a bibliography. 


History 5lc, 52c, 53c. Political Science. An introductory 
course in the study of the main conceptions and principles of 


? 
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political institutions. An examination of the leading modern 
constitutions will be made. Text-book, readings, reports and 
discussions. 


Kindergarten 
MISS LYFORD 


THE SPECIAL KINDERGARTEN CourRSE—A thorough course 
in Kindergarten training, comprising two years and leading to 
a special diploma. The teachers of this course go out as 
kindergarten or first-grade teachers. 


KINDERGARTEN THEORY 41, 42, 48. These courses include 
a study of the child under seven years of age. Froebel’s 
Gifts, and Modern Materials, The Mother Play, Songs, Games, 
Stories, The Montessori System, Program Work, and Hand- 
work. 


KINDERGARTEN THEORY 51. This course includes a study 
of the History and Principles of the Kindergarten Education of 
Man, Making of Supply Lists, and Advanced Handwork. 


Languages 
MISS RAWLINS MISS KITTEL 
MISS M’COY MISS FOOTE 
MRS. SHERMAN-PRYOR MISS RAND 


4 EncuisH 11. Required for first-year students. Training in 

the use of the dictionary with especial emphasis upon diacritical 
marks; reading of American classics; spelling and word work; 
elements of composition—letter writimg. TrExts: Hanson's 
Two Years’ Course in English Composition; Ashmun’s Prose 
Literature for Secondary Schools; selected poems. 


ENGLISH 12. Follows English 11. Essentials of grammar, 
to include a study of sentences and their structure; reading of 
American classics; spelling and word work; elements of com- 
position—theme-writing, with attention directed chiefly to sen- 
tence-structure, capitalization, and punctuation. TExts: Same 
as in English 14. 


‘% EncLisH 13. Follows English 12. Essentials of grammar, 
to include a study of the parts of speech; spelling and word 
work; reading of American classics ; elements of composition— 
a continuation of the work in English 12. TeExts: Same as 
in English 11 and 12. 


ENGLISH 21, 22 and 23. Required of second-year students. 
The laws of correct expression in language, and their applica- 
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tion in written and oral composition; reading of English 
classics. Texts: Brooks's English Composition, Book One, 
Enlarged; Bulfinch's Age of Fable; selected classics. 


ENGLISH 31, 32 and 33. (English Literature.) Two terms 
required of third-year students. Any two consecutive terms 
may be counted as first and second literature. A third term 
is Offered as an elective. The year’s work consists of a brief 
historical survey of English literature, from the Anglo-Saxon 
beginnings to the present, and a consideration of literary 
principles as illustrated in numerous specimens, with special 
reference to the teaching of reading and literature in the 
grades. Trexts: Newcomer and Andrews’ Twelve Centuries 
of English Poetry and Prose; Long’s English Literature, or 
Falleck’s English Literature, or Moody and Lovett’s A First 
View of English Literature. 


EncuisuH 41a. (Reading and Dramatic Art.) One term. 
This is a special course for teachers. Its aim is to lead the 
student to read effectively, selections from good literature. 
Special attention is given to the dramatization of selections 
suitable for primary grades. 


READING MetuHops 41 and 41H. Six weeks. Required of 
all fourth year students. General principles for teaching read-. 
ing in the grades; story telling and dramatization, lesson- 
plans, and illustrative lessons and criticisms. Study of the 
text materials for use in each grade. TEext: McMurry’s Spec- 
ial Methods in Reading in the Grades. 


ENGLISH 41 and 41H. (Review Grammar.) Required of 
Seniors. A review of the elements of grammar; language 
methods. Trext: Webster's English Grammar. 


ENGLISH 51, 52 and 53. (Advanced English.) <A selected 
period or field of English or American literature studied in 
detail, with extensive individual investigation and collateral 
reading. The work for 1914-15 has had to do with the de- 
velopment of American poetry in the nineteenth century, with 
attention also to the early prose writers. The work for 1915- 
16 will concern nineteenth century British poets. TExt: Page's 
British Poets of the Nineteenth Century. 


ExPRESSION *1, *2 and *3. One year. An elective open 
to all who have had English 11. 


*1. The principles of phrasing, bodily expression, emo- 
tional and dramatic expression; placing and correct use of the 
voice. The above principles applied to selections studied from 
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Texts. Two days a week devoted to repertoire of individual 
students. Text: Blood and Riley’s “Psychological Develop- 
ment of Expression,’ Vol. I. - 


*2. Informal and formal speech-making, and story-telling, 
two days a week. The study and dramatization of some mod- 
ern play or plays of literary merit, three times a week. 


*3. (1) A few of the shorter poems of Longfellow, Low- 
ell, Tennyson, and Browning. The aim is naturalness and 
beauty of poetical expression; (2) the study and interpreta- 
tion of some classical drama, or scenes therefrom; (3) the 
principles and essentials of stage-business as a practical aid in 
staging school plays. Best plays for such purposes. 


While not a required part of any course, work in this sub- 
ject may be taken as an elective in such courses as would 
make it a desirable elective. 


*THE ART OF STORY-TELLING. Designed for teachers of 
all grades. Aims: to guide students in their selection of 
stories, and in methods of learning and telling them ; to impress 
the educational value of stories and their relation to other 
subjects; to give practice in telling stories. Texts: Partridge 
and Partridge’s Story-Telling in School and Home; E. P. St. 
John’s Stories and Story-Telling in Moral and Religious Edu- 
cation. 

While not a required part of any course, work in this sub- 
ject may be taken as an elective in such courses as would make 
it a desirable elective. 


ENGLIsH X. A course arranged to help any who are de- 
ficient in reading, composition, grammar, and spelling. Time 
required—from one to three hours a week, according to the 
special needs of each member of the class. 


PROFESSIONAL THEMES. Required of all fourth-year stu- 
Yients (high school graduates are classed as fourth-year stu- 
dents). Each student in this course shall, under the super- 
vision of an instructor in the department of English, select and 
investigate some subject of interest and value to teachers, and 
write a finished paper of from twelve hundred to fifteen hun- 
dred words in length, with outline and bibliography. This 
work will hereafter be distributed throughout the fourth year, 
certain sections taking it in the fall term, and others in the 
winter and spring terms respectively. 


Lirerary Societies. The students of the school support 
three voluntary literary societies and other minor societies for 
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special forms of voluntary literary effort. The senior society, 
State Normal Atheneum, maintained for exercise in essay, de- 
bate and parliamentary practice, is open to young men and 
young women. The Clionian society limits its membership 
to young women and meets once a week for literary work. 

The young men of the school maintain the E. B. C. soci- 
ety for the encouragement of debate and other forms of liter- 
ary work. The Honorable FE. R. Brownson, a former member 
of the Board of Management, offers an annual prize of $25.00 
to the society which does the highest grade of work through- 
out the year. 


The Francis Oratorical Prize, offered by Mr. and Mrs. S. 
F. Francis, of Ayr, as a memorial to their little daughters, 
consists of the sum of $25.00 yearly for a period of ten years, 
beginning with 1911, to be distributed in amounts of twelve, 
eight and five dollars respectively, among the three contestants 
ranking highest. The prizes are for excellence in oratory, and 
any student in the Normal School may compete. The orations 
for next year’s contest are to be handed in by the last Tuesday 
in January, so that the work of preparation should begin in 
the summer or early fall. 


DeBaTeE. In connection with the literary societies, opportu- 
nity is offered for special work in debate. Preliminary debates 
are arranged among the various organizations of the school, 
to take place within the fall and winter terms. Early in the 
spring term, the two winning teams compete in a public de- 
bate for a trophy to be retained by the society securing it until 
won by another group in a subsequent contest. The question 
for debate in 1915-16 is: Resolved, That the several States of 
the Union should establish a schedule of minimum wages for 
unskilled labor. 


Training in debate will also be given to students not in 
regular literary society work, should they wish to form a league 
for that purpose. 


CuRRENT History. An instructor in English will meet, 
once a week, any group of students who may be interested to 
discuss questions of importance in current newspapers and 
magazines. Also, such a weekly meeting will be arranged for 
those who may care to read and discuss a choice poem or work 
of fiction. 


THE State NorMAL ScHoot Dramatic Cus will, during 
the year 1915-16, be under the direction of an instructor in 
English. Students interested will be invited to meet once a 
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week to read and discuss drama, and several suitable plays are 
to be presented within the year. 


EacuH STUDENT WHo Does LoyAL WorkK THROUGHOUT A 
TERM in a literary society, in a special reading course, in de- 
bate, in current history, or in drama, will receive an honor 
credit for the same which shall be recorded on his or her record 
card in the registrar’s office. 


x LATIN 21, 22 and 23 (First Latin). Open to students in 

the second year. The aim is to give the student a vocabulary, 
a thorough knowledge of forms, and the fundamental prin- 
ciples of syntax. There is constant comparison between the 
Latin and English languages. Text: Smith’s Latin Lessons. 


X, LATIN 31, 32 and 33 (Cesar). Open to all students who 

ave had first-year Latin. A careful study of the first four 
books of Caesar, and selected passages from books V, VI, 
and VII. Attention is given to the life and times of Caesar. 
Prose composition once a week. TExt: Harkness and Forbes’ 
Caesar's Gallic War. 


GERMAN 21, 22, and 23. Open to students in the second 
year, junior, and senior classes. Pronunciation; easy reading 
and conversation; rudiments of grammar; constant reference 
to German geography, history, and literature; prose com- 
position. Ability to speak and read ordinary German prose 
and to understand something of German life and character, 
is the aim. Texts: Bacon's German Grammar; Holsworth’s 
Gruss aus Deutschland; Guerber’s Marchen und Erzahlungen; 
Scherer and Dirks’ Deutsche Lieder. 


GERMAN 31, 32, and 33. Open to students in the junior and 
senior classes. Reading; grammar; prose composition; much 
reference work on German history and literature. Increased 
facility in understanding and expressing thought in the Ger- 
man language and in introduction to Germany’s choicest lit- 
erature, is the aim. Throughout both years choice poems are 
memorized. Texts: Bacon’s German Grammar; Carruth’s 
German: Reader; Heyse’s L’Arrabbiata, and other selected 
classics. 


Library Instruction 


MISS CRANE MISS CARMICHAEL 
MISS ANDREASON 


Use OF THE LiprarRy. Required of all entering students 
once a month during one term. Aims to give some facility 
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in the arrangement of books, use of the card catalog, indexes 
and general reference books. 


Liprary MetTuHops. Required once a week during the fall 
term of Juniors and High School Seniors. A study of the 
arrangement of the library, use of card catalog, periodical in- 
dexes, reference books, bibliographies, children’s lists, care and 
use of books, selecting and ordering, preparing books for the 
library, and the relation between libraries and schools. 


LIBRARY PRACTICE. Offered each term to a limited number 
of Seniors. Two periods of practice a day. 


Manual Training and Mechanical Science 


MR. SELDEN ; MR. WUNN 
MISS PIEH 


The work in manual training is given for its educational 
value. It will be found especially useful to those preparing 
to teach in either the rural or village schools or high schools. 
Rooms and recitation periods are planned to give the largest 
possible opportunities to all classes of pupils. Those not able 
to complete a shop course may elect one or more terms of such 
courses as they are prepared to enter. The regular course 
leading to a special certificate in manual training requires 
fifteen units of shopwork and theory as listed in the schedule 
of courses. Several additional courses are offered for those 
intending to teach in the larger schools. Those contemplating 
doing any work in the manual training laboratories should con- 
sult with the Director of Manual Training before attempting 
to arrange their other classes. 

A laboratory fee of one dollar per term is charged for each 
unit of shop work. This fee is not in payment for materials, 
but rather for use of tools and laboratory equipment. A 
reasonable charge is made for all materials used in advanced 
projects. The projects of the shop are the property of the 
school and may be retained until the end of the school year 
or longer. 

See page 23 for outline of certificate course. 


MANUAL TRAINING (Preparatory). This is a course similar 
to that of the grades for the accommodation of such pupils 
as enter the normal school without having completed the usual 
course in manual training in the grades. TExt: Woodwork 
for the Grades. 


Jornery 41. A study of the plain surface and simple prob- 
lems of joinery. Text: Elementary Woodwork. 
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CABINETWORK 42. This course covers the usual studies in 
mortise and tenoned furniture. Considerable attention is given 
to finishing. Text: Elementary Cabinetwork. 


CABINETWORK 43. Paneling, doweling and studies in the 
uses of cabinet hardware form the chief features of this course. 
Pupils are sometimes permitted to elect one large problem 
covering the work of this and previous course. 


TURNING 51. Pupils in this course should complete the 
fundamental studies in wood turning as given in the text, 
Elementary Turning, and also complete some original project 
in which turnings form an important part of the design. 


PATTERNWORK 52. Only the elementary principles are con- 
sidered in this course. Pupils are, however, expected to gain 
such a thorough understanding of the elements as will insure 
their teaching the construction of simple patterns for repairs 
and small machines in a thoroughly workmanlike manner. 


- FARM CARPENTRY 42. This is a more elementary course 
than Carpentry 53. It is designed especially for those pupils 
who wish to teach in the rural communities and are unable 
to complete the full Manual Training course. 


CARPENTRY 53. This course covers the usual problems in 
the construction of frame buildings. Pupils are taught how 
to plan the building, make necessary drawings, estimate costs 
and make out bills of material. 


Art METALWoRK 41. This work covers the simple prob- 
lems in designing and executing articles in copper, brass and 
silver. The work requires as a prerequisite such knowledge of 
working solid materials as is gained in the wood shop. 


INDUSTRIAL History 51. Studies in type manufactures as 
a basis of teaching in the grades our leading industries. A 
study of the development of modern industry. The work 
begins with a study of the home industries of England and 
traces the changes from home to factory and from craftsman- 
ship to modern scientific workmanship. Special studies are 
made of the great personalities in industry. The aim is to 
give a broad view of industrial life and a knowledge of the 
magnitude and importance of our modern industries. 

This course is of value to all teachers, principals and super- 
intendents, as it shows how the development of modern in- 
dustry has led to the need for the study of industrial science. 
It also supplies much material for use in giving object lessons 
and talks to pupils in the grades. 
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ORGANIZATION OF MANUAL TRAINING 52. Required of all 
pupils specializing in Manual Training. This course applies 
the essential data for installing equipment and organizing 
manual training classes. This includes theory, the general man- 
agement of the school shops, and the purchasing of supplies. 


MANUAL TRAINING MeEtHops 53. This course covers the 
special methods of the Manual Training work and follows the 
course in organization of Manual Training. 


BLACKSMITHING *1 and *2. Special emphasis is placed on 
such features of the work as will give teachers an intelligent 
and broad interest in the industries of the communities in 
which they are employed. Pupils completing this course should 
be able to discuss intelligently all the common problems of the 
blacksmith trade, and also to do in a workmanlike manner any - 
of the jobs in blacksmithing usual to the farming community. 
Two terms are required to complete the course. 


MACHINE Work *1, *2, and *3. Ninety minutes each day, 
one credit each term. With the advance in modern mechanical 
appliances a knowledge of the working of cold metal by the use 
of power-driven tools becomes a desirable part of a liberal 
education. To be able to discuss intelligently the advance in 
modern machinery construction and to be intelligent in the 
handling of common machines is an advantage to every teacher 
in the public schools. Chipping and filing and operation of 
machine tools supply a foundation for a broad study of this 
part of industrial life. 


FurniturE Desicn *1. A consideration of the various 
styles of furniture, both historical and practical. Each pupil 
is expected to work out a design to be used in a subsequent 
term in cabinetwork. 


History OF MANUAL TRAINING *1. A study of the devel- 
opment of the school shop courses, their content and purpose. 
For this course the school has an exceptionally complete library 
of early reports and works on all phases of the school shop 
movement. May be substituted for Carpentry 53 of the regular 
course. 


MECHANICAL DRAWING 41. Horizontal and vertical lining. 
Lettering. Theory of orthographic projection. Orthographic 
drawings of projects used in the wood shop. One complete 
working shop drawing of shop project made from dimensions 
only. 
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MECHANICAL Drawinc 42. Isometric projections. TExtT: 
Jamison’s Isometric Drawing. Cabinet projection. Furniture 
design. - 


MECHANICAL DRAWING 43. Revolutions, points, lines, sur- 
faces, solids. Tracing and blue printing. 


MECHANICAL DRAWING 51. Conic sections. Intersections. 
Practical application in sheet metal work, pipe fittings, etc. 
Text: French's Engineering Drawing. 


MECHANICAL DrAwinc 52. Free hand sketching. Mech- 
anical perspective. 


MECHANICAL DRAWING 53. Machine design or elementary 
architecture. 


Schoel Music 


MISS AMIDON MISS GILBERT 


All work in this department is presented with reference to 
the child and child voice. Many rote songs are learned and 
practiced in the light tone so essential for the teacher of the 
lower grades. The work of each grade from the primary 
through to the High School is carefully studied and outlined. 
At least one method of presenting each new phase of the music 
work is learned and practiced. The student is given sufficient 
training to conduct the music work in his own room and to 
have an intelligent knowledge of the full scope of the music 
work. The Supervisor’s Course trains in organization and con- 
ducting of the music work in all the grades and high school. 


SINGING 11. Alternate days. Theory, sight reading, ex- 
pression and ear-training. One-half credit. 


SINGING 12. Alternate days. A study of the best composi- 
tions, with emphasis on the comprehension of the phrase, cor- 
rect interpretation, distinct articulation, and the relation of 
words and music. One-half credit. 


SINGING 13. Alternate days. Theory of music, study of 
form, and practice in rapid reading of more difficult music. 
One-half credit. 


SINGING 21, 22, 23. Ensemble practice of standard chor- 
uses one period each day for three terms. One and one-half 
credits. 

The above courses together with the following work in 
methods of singing are required of all students who expect to 
graduate. 
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Music Supervisor’s Metuops 41, 42, 43. The study of 
material to be used in the first four grades and method of pre- 
sentation. A careful study of the child voice. One credit. 

The study of material to be used in fifth, sixth and seventh 
grades and method of presentation. One credit. 

The study of material for eighth grade and high school and 
method of presentation. One credit. 


Music History 51. Three days a week. The evolution 
of music from the earliest time to 1600. One-half credit. 52. 
Three days a week. The European schools of music. One-half 
credit. 53. Three days a week. American music and com- 
posers. One-half credit. 


Harmony 51. Two days a week. Scales, intervals, and 
easy part writing. One-half credit. 52. Two days a week. 
More difficult part writing, all inversions of triads and 7th 
chords and modulations. One-half credit. 53. More difficult 
modulations, suspensions, organ-point, melody writing and 
harmonizing, together with musical analysis. One-half credit. 

This course includes courses 31, 32, 33 in Psychology, 41, 
42, 43 in Education. All reviews, three terms of teaching in 
Miodel School and six terms of Glee Club work. 


SinGcING Metuops 41H. A six weeks’ course in methods is 
offered to high school graduates taking the elementary course 
of one year. One-half credit. 


Mathematics 
MR. MEYER MR. CALL MR. CRAIN 


MatuHematics 11r and 12r (Rural Arithmetic. Two 
terms). Required of all students taking the rural course. Pre- 
requisite: arithmetic of the grammar grades. A review of the 
subject with particular attention to the arithmetic on the farm. 
Principles of teaching are considered. Speed and accuracy 
are developed by special drills. Text: Wentworth-Smith’s 
Complete Arithmetic. 


MATHEMATICS 21a and 22a (Arithmetic. Two terms). 
Required of all second-year students. Prerequisite: arithmetic 
of the grammar grades. A complete review for a brief con- 
sideration of the pedagogy of the subject. Particular attention 
is given to short methods and to the arithmetical use of alge- 
braic and geometric principles. TExt: Wentworth-Smith’s 
Complete Arithmetic. 


Matuematics 11, 12, and 13 (Algebra. One year). Re- 
quired of all first-year students. Prerequisite: arithmetic of 
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the eighth grade. The solution of a system of simultaneous 
quadratics of two unknowns and their graphs. Text: Milne’s 
First Year Algebra. 


MATHEMATICS 21, 22, and 23 (Geometry. One year). Re- 
quired of all second-year students. Prerequisites: arithmetic 
and algebra. The mathematical knowledge essential to phys- 
ics; the power of logical steps; ability of expression in concise 
English. Plane and solid geometry. Text: Wentworth- 
Smith; Smith, The Teaching of Geometry. 


MaTHEMATICS 41 and 41H (Review Arithmetic. One 
term). Required of all seniors. Prerequisites: algebra and 
geometry. A review of the subject matters of arithmetic from 
the standpoint of the elementary school. Each topic in the 
course is considered with reference to the requirements of child 
psychology and the demands of industry. Emphasis is placed 
on methods of drill in the fundamental operations, and on the 
application of number to the environment of the child. TeExt: 
Hamulton’s School Arithmetic; Suzzallo—The Teaching of Pri- 
mary Arithmetic. 


MaTHEMATICcS 51, 52, and 53 (Advanced Algebra. One 
year). Elective in the five-year course and in the two-year 
advanced course for High School students. Prerequisite: a 
good mathematical standing in the lower classes. Least com- 
mon multiple by long division and application, theory of in- 
dices, surds, imaginaries, quadratics and their graphs, radical 
equations, quadratic system of two unknowns and graphs, in- 
determinant equations, inequalities, progressions, functions and 
theory of limits, derivatives of simple algebraic functions, series 
including special formulae for development and summation, 
logarithms, determinants, and the elements of the theory of 
equations. Text: Taylor’s College Algebra. 


MATHEMATICS 5la and 52a (Trigonometry. Two terms). 
Elective in the five-year course and in the two-year advanced 
course for High School graduates. Prerequisites: arithmetic, 
algebra, geometry and advanced algebra. Plane and spherical 
trigonometry ; manipulation of formulae; reduction of inverse 
functions. Text: Wentworth’s Second Revised Edition. 


Physical Education 
MR. CALL MRS. BILES MISS CRANZ 
Physical education in the Normal School includes gym- 


nastics, athletics, plays and games, and hygiene, and means to 
the attainment of health and physical efficiency of the student. 
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Each student is required to take the physical examination 
and measurements at the opening of the school year or upon 
entrance to the school and thereafter whenever the instructors 
in charge deem it necessary. This is for the purpose of assist- 
ing the instructors in the individual prescription of exercise to 
prevent accidents. 


Physical education is classed under two heads, general and 
special. General physical education is planned to meet the 
legal requirements governing the physical education of stu- 
dents. Special physical education consists of courses arranged 
for the purpose of training teachers to teach the subject in the 
public schools. 


General physical education consists of gymnastics and 
games, athletics and a prescribed amount of hygiene. One 
period three days a week in some phase of this work is re- 
quired of all students for a period of three years. The kind 
of practical work which a student may do is optional in so far 
as the physical condition and skill of the student will allow. 

During the fall and spring the work for both men and 
women is of an athletic nature and is conducted in the open 
air while the weather is fair. During the cold winter months 
it consists of gymnastics, indoor athletic and winter sports. 


Gymnastics. Gymnastics for women consists of graded 
calisthenics, elementary apparatus exercises, games and 
gymnastic dancing. Gymnastics for men consists of graded 
calisthenics, heavy apparatus exercises and games. 


ATHLETIcs. Athletics is a phase of physical education. The 
object is to conduct athletics in the spirit of sport for sport’s 
sake; to teach students to play in the true sportsman spirit of 
fairness and honor; to regard the pleasure of the contest and 
the honor of the Normal School as the primary incentive; to 
play courageously to the finish; to win whenever possible but 
never employing unfair or dishonorable methods. Games are 
taught to all students in such a way that they may be under- 
stood and taught again. 


The Normal School supports representative teams in all 
lines of sport in season, which compete with representative 
teams from other educational institutions. The Normal School 
is a member of the Inter-State School Conference consisting 
of seven colleges and State Normal Schools of North Dakota 
and Minnesota. Games in all lines of sport are scheduled with 
these schools each year. Class teams for both men and women 
compete annually for school championship honors. Winter 
outdoor sports are encouraged. 
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SPECIAL 


GyMNAsSTIC METHODS AND PRACTICE 41, 42 and 43. Daily. 
Three credits. Open to students not in the special course 
who are able to carry the work. The practical floor work may 
be taken in place of the student’s required work in physical 
education. 

The course consists of the study of methods of teaching 
gymnastics, gymnastic nomenclature, and the practice of cal- 
isthenics and apparatus gymnastics for the cultivation of pro- 
ficiency in execution. 


Gymnastic Dancine 51, 52, and 53. Daily for three terms. 
One and one-half credits. Gymnastic dancing alternates with 
one of the other subjects each term. The marks of the two 
parts are assembled each term to give a full credit. 

The dancing consists of the study and practice of the fun- 
damental dancing steps, folk dances, and aesthetic or Gilbert 
dancing. A note book must be kept. 


History oF PuysicAL TRAINING 51a. Half credit. This 
consists of assigned readings and recitations covering the pe- 
riod of ancient Greek and Roman culture, the Medieval period, 
the Modern period, and the history and development of the 
movement in its various phases in America. This subject is 
pursued for six weeks. 


MeEtTHops OF COACHING 53a. Half credit. A one term 
study of the rules of the various competitive athletic games, 
methods of developing teams, systems of play, and diagrammed 
plays in such sport as football, basketball, baseball, hockey, etc. 


EMERGENCIES 52a. Half credit. Emergencies consists of 
diagnosis and treatment of common ailments and injuries, such 
as fractures, bruises, sprains, dislocations, wounds, etc. This 
study continues one term only. 


PLAYGROUND Metuops 41. Daily. One credit. In this 
course play will be studied in its relation to the education of 
the youth. Playgrounds, their history and use, equipment and 
management, will be considered. Playground games and meth- 
ods of teaching them, including the learning of the games by 
playing them, will form a feature of the course. 


Anatomy 41. Daily. One credit. This is a text book 
course. Gray’s Anatomy and Gerrish’s Anatomy are used. 
The gross anatomy of the muscles, bones, joints, organs, ner- 
vous system and the circulation is studied. It is made the 
basis of further study in physiology, hygiene and emergencies, 
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and to give the student a general knowledge of the structure 
of the human body. 


PHYSIOLOGY AND PERSONAL HyGIENE 51. Daily. One 
credit. The functions and care of the human body are studied. 
Text: Hough and Sedwick’s Human Mechanism. 


SANITATION AND SCHOOL HyGIENE 43. Daily for one term. 
One credit. The needs and methods of sanitation of man’s 
habitation and surroundings will be considered during one-half 
of the term. The remainder of the term will be devoted to the 
study of the hygiene of the school room and the adaptation of 
school conditions to the nature of the child. 


PuysicaL EpucaTion iN Pusiic ScuHoots 52. Daily. One 
credit. This subject deals with the nature and needs of the 
boy and girl of school age. Physical education is considered 
from the viewpoint of its value as a factor in the mental and 
physical growth of the youth of both sexes. 


PRINCIPLES OF PuHysicaL EpucaTion 51. Daily for six 
weeks. One credit. This course consists of lectures, readings, 
and discussions. The viewpoints, the applications and the rea- 
son to be of physical education will be presented. Some of the 
problems relating to physical education will be explained and 
discussed. 


TEACHING OF PHysICAL EpucaTIon 51, 52, and 53. Three 
credits. Practice teaching consists of physical training in the 
Model School or acting in the capacity of cadet in the regular 
classes of the Normal School. Cadets must take charge of 
classes in the presence of the teacher for at least two weeks 
during the term. 


Psychology and Child Study 
MR. ACHER MISS NELSON 


The aim of all the courses in psychology is (1), to give the 
student a first hand knowledge of the nature of his own 
psycho-physical life and (2), to give him a broad, compre- 
hensive, but sympathetic and practical knowledge of child life. 
Special effort is made to present the subject of child-study in a 
way that the student will further his knowledge of this subject 
whenever and wherever he comes in contact with children. 
The pedagogical significance of the extensive data in the fields 
of experimental, social, religious, and abnormal psychology is 
brought to the attention of the student. 

Six consecutive terms are offered in this department. The 
completion of the work of the first three terms fulfills the con- 
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ditions in psychology for graduation from the various courses 
in which one year of psychology is required. The last three 
terms comprise the work for advanced students. One term is 
given to those students who take the primary course. 


PsycHotocy 31 and 41H. The structure and function of 
the special sense organs and the nervous system generally with 
special emphasis upon the genetic point of view. The theory 
of recapitulation in its bearing upon child nature and child 
education is considered. The hygiene of the eye and ear with 
special tests for defects. One day each week is devoted to 
experimental work and the student is expected to keep a care- 
ful record of these experiments. 


PsycHoLocy 32 and 42H. These terms are devoted to a 
study of perceptions, memory, imagination and the higher 
thought processes from a pedagogical point of view. The emo- 
tions are given a prominent place, since they are the dynamic 
factors of life. Special stress is laid upon the laws of physical 
and mental growth and hygiene. The value of food, sleep, 
fresh air and plays and games as factors in psycho-physical 
development is given attention. One day each week is devoted 
to experiments. It aims to correct the bias which the student - 
inevitably gets from the study of individual psychology, by 
stressing the social nature of consciousness. 


PsycHoLocy 33 and 43H. This hour is devoted to child 
study. The child is looked upon as a growing organism whose 
growth and welfare are determined by environmental condi- 
tions such as the kind and quantity of food it gets at different 
periods of life; the amount and distribution of sleep at differ- 
ent ages; fresh air; opportunity for play and free activity ; per- 
sonal and community hygiene, etc. The genetic and biological 
points of view are given special consideration. The various 
instincts of the child are considered from the points of view of 
their earliest manifestation and the best manner of educating 
them so that they will expand and irradiate into permanent and 
helpful life interests. The importance of adolescence and its 
needs are given prominent consideration. 


Psycuotocy 51a. For students specializing m Primary 
Work. This course gives a more intensive study to the pre- 
adolescent period of child life than is attempted in the regular 
course on child study. It attempts to show that the period of 
child training should begin at birth and that teachers should 
assist the home in giving the best home care during the pre- 
school period of the child’s life. Child nature is immensely 
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richer than parents or teachers ordinarily realize and this fact 
with its pedagogical implication is emphasized. A firm psy- 
chological foundation is laid for the guidance of teachers in the 
kindergarten and in the primary grades. 


PsycuoLocy 51. A survey of the fields of experimental 
psychology, and pedagogy and an evaluation of the vast mate- 
rial that is found here for educational purposes. Some atten- 
tion is given to practical experiments so that the student may 
have a first-hand knowledge of the work that is now being 
done in experimental pedagogy. 


PsycHoLocy 52. This term is devoted to a study of mental 
and physical tests of school children. The sub-normal and the 
super-normal children are considered from the point of view 
of their own and society’s welfare. Attention is also given to 
the laws of heredity and to the principles of eugenics in rela- 
tion to race improvement. 


Psycuo.ocy 53. This term is devoted to social psychology ; 
the development of the group spirit, and the individual as a 
member of society. A review of the agencies now being used 
for the development of the individual as a member of a social 
whole is given and their psychological basis is sought for. 

Note.—In each term’s work the hygienic considerations 
receive attention. Mental hygiene is rapidly coming to the 
front as a subject worthy of the prospective teacher’s most 
careful. attention and a special course in this will be offered 
Peiherenis calkfor sit: 


Course for Rural Teachers 


MR. WALLACE MRS. MACDONALD 
MISS VAN MIDDLESW ORTH 


ENGLISH Lancuace. Language and Grammar, two terms; 
Spelling, two terms; Reading, one term; and Rhetoricals 
throughout three terms. The work in these is offered with the 
special view of preparing the students for teaching these sub- 
jects in the rural schools. 


SPELLING 11R and 12R. Lists of words taken from the daily 
work, diacritical markings, correct pronunciation, letter-writ- 
ing, and general composition work. 


ENGLISH 12R. Reading. Much time is spent in establishing 
the fact that all good reading is fundamentally dependent on 
careful interpretation of the author’s thought. Model methods 
are worked out for teaching selections to common school classes 
above the fourth grade. 
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Enc.iisH 11r. Rural Grammar. A study of the sentence, 
the parts of speech, language and composition. This work is 
based especially on the requirements for Language and Gram- 
mar as outlined in the course of study for the common schools 
of the state. 


Pepacocy 11r, 12r, 18r. One term is given to the general 
problems of the rural school, its discipline, its program, its 
promotions and examinations, the problems of the recitation, 
the asking of questions. One term is given to methods in 
teaching the various subjects, especially language and reading. 
Half the term is given to primary methods under the guidance 
of a teacher experienced in rural schools and institute work. 
A third term is devoted to rural sociology and aims to acquaint 
the teacher with the needs of the rural community and of its 
pupils, and thus to be suggestive of a rural school adapted to 
its surroundings. The course ends with two weeks’ study of 
school reports and school laws. 


GEOGRAPHY 11Rr and 12R. The two terms in this subject aim 
to emphasize and make clear the foundation principles of 
geography, and to show the teacher how to apply these laws 
to the phenomena right around their home or schoolhouses. 
The second term calls for a study of the United States and of 
North Dakota, so that the teacher may proceed in her school 
work from home surroundings to county, state and nation. 


DoMEstic ScrENCE 11r. A short course in Domestic Svi- 
ence is given in the winter term consisting of Sewing, Cooking, 
and Food Study. The work is planned to meet the needs of 
rural schools. Suggestion are given for the equipment that it 
be simple, inexpensive and practical; also methods are pre- 
sented for carrying on the work and suggestions are made for 
serving a warm noon lunch. 


History 11r, 12r and 13r. Begun in both fall and winter 
terms. One term is spent on colonial history and one on the 
constitutional period. The emphasis is placed on movements 
and the relations of events. TExt: Mace’s School History. 
History 13r is a course in Civics, with emphasis on the gov- 
ernment of North Dakota, and its various governmental units 


ARITHMETIC 11r and 12r. The emphasis is placed oa the 
fundamentals and drills and devices for presenting them in the 
grades. Then a term is given to a general review of Arith- 
metic with emphasis on its application as needed by puptis on 
the farm. 
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RHETORICALS, The Rural Course students earn their rhe- 
torical credits in their literary society—the Prairie Breeze. Its 
purposes are stated in its constitution to be to increase the 
acquaintance of its members with each other, to give them 
practice in parliamentary procedure and in speaking before 
others, and to increase their interest in their future work as 
teachers in the rural school. 


Science 
MR. MCMULLEN MISS AUSTIN MR. SWITZER 


MISS ASHTON MISS STEVENS MISS PERRINE 


Puysics 41, 42, and 43. Required in the fourth year. The 
first term is given to mechanics, the second to sound and light, 
and the third to heat and electricity. The course is designed 
to give each graduate of Course II a working knowledge of the 
everyday principles of physics, to train the hand and eye, to 
inculcate habits of neatness and order, and to give speed and 
accuracy in arithmetic processes. Two periods are devoted to 
the work each day. A week’s work usually consists of four 
periods in the laboratory, two periods in recording laboratory 
work and in text-book study, and four periods in recitation. 
Text: McMullen’s Forty Lessons in Physics. 


CHEMISTRY 41H, 42H, and 48H. While this is a required 
course for domestic science students, the first two terms are 
so arranged that they may be elected by any one desiring a 
knowledge of elementary chemistry. The third term, which 
must be preceded by physics also, is given over to the applica- 
tion of physics and chemistry which occur in the household. 
Much of this work is taken from catalogs and bulletins. TExtT: 
Brownlee and Others. 


Botany 31, 32, and 33. Required of all third-year students 
not enrolled in Zoology. A study of plant groups with special 
emphasis upon local trees and flowers in relation to their 
habitat. Laboratory and field work required throughout. 


ZooLocy 31a, 32a, and 33a. A practical acquaintance with 
animal life is sought. Special attention given to insects and 
birds on account of their nature, study value, and economic im- 
portance. The work includes a term of human physiology. 
Required of all third-year students not enrolled in Botany. 


Economic Brotocy 51, and 52. This course is designed 
especially for students of domestic science. The aim is to gain 
some fundamental conceptions of plant and animal structure 
and physiology, and to apply the knowledge thus gained to the 
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problems of home-making. The elements of bacteriology are 
treated in their relation to disease and the household problems. 


ELEMENTARY HUMAN PHySIOLOGY AND HYGIENE 11R. 
Classes in this subject will be formed whenever the demand 
warrants. This course takes only one term for its completion, 
and is designed especially for those who expect to teach 
before graduation. It gives no credit in the regular Normal 
School Course. Required of rural students during the summer 
term. 


NATURE STuDy 43H. A six-weeks’ course in general na- 
ture study and methods of teaching. Required in the spring 
term of students taking the course for primary teachers. 


NATURE Stupy 51. A six-weeks’ course in the fall term for 
students taking the course for primary teachers. 


GEOGRAPHY 11, 12, and 13. Furst term. The fundamental 
facts and principles of mathematical and physical geography. 
Emphasis is placed upon the great agencies modifying the 
earth’s relief, and observation of these processes at work. The 
controlling factors of climate and the conditions governing 
the distribution of life. These facts studied in type regions 
of the United States by means of topographical maps. Second 
term. A detailed study of North America and the United 
States showing the relation of physiography and climate to the 
industries of the country and to the distribution of life. Third 
term. A further application of the first term’s work to the 
other continents. Europe is given chief consideration, studying 
the more important countries in an extensive way, treating 
some of the problems of historical and economic geography. 
Texts: Salisbury’s Physiography and Dodge's Advanced 
Geography. 


Review GeEOGRAPHY 41 and 41H. A broad view of the 
meaning of geography and its place in the school curriculum. 
A study of the fundamental principles of mathematical and 
physical geography from the standpoint of the teacher, with 
a view to selecting the material best suited to the various 
grades. It includes field trips and places special emphasis on 
Home Geography. Texts: Salisbury, Barrows and Tower— 


Elements of Geography or Dodge and Kirchwey—Teaching of 
Geography. 


Economic GreocraPHy 51. Elective. (Any term may be 
elected without the others.) A study of the natural resources 
of the United States, their exploitation and conservation. The 
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influences of these upon our industrial development. 52. The 
part played by our economic resources in the commerce of the 
United States and a survey of our economic relations with 
other countries. 53. American history as influenced by geo- 
graphic and economic environment. Texts: Van Hise—Con- 
servation of Our National Resources; Gregory, Kellar and 
Bishop—Physical and Commercial Geography; Semple—Geo- 
graphical Influences in American History. 


FIELD CourRSE IN GEeoGRAPHY. Elective during the summer 
term. Class limited to fifteen. Most of the work will be out 
of doors and will consist of a study and interpretation of the 
meaning of the local surface features, giving particular atten- 
tion to the agencies that produced them. Prerequisite: Geo- 
graphy 11 or High School physical geography. 


COMMERCIAL GEOGRAPHY OR POLITICAL GEOGRAPHY. Cer- 
tificate. Elective in summer term. Either or both may be 
offered if there is a sufficient demand. These courses are in- 
tended to meet the needs of those desiring credit on a first- 
grade certificate. 


GreoLocy 31 or 41. Elective. The forces and agencies by 
which the past and present relief of the earth has been de- 
termined, and their mode of operation. A glimpse into the 
historical geology in order to realize to a slight extent the 
significance of stratification and of the importance of life rec- 
ords in rocks. A short time may be devoted to study of com- 
mon minerals and rocks in the laboratory, using the geological 
collections in the museum. Open only to students who have 
done work in geography and, preferably, to those having had 
biology, chemistry and physics. 


ELEMENTARY ASTRONOMY 31. Third year elective. Study 
of the most important heavenly bodies and the natural laws 
governing them, and the causes of climates, change of seasons, 
etc., preparatory to teaching geography and nature study in 
the grades. 


Primary Course 


MISS FISHER MISS GARDNER 


Knowing the demand for primary teachers—North Dakota 
far exceeds the number required in any of the other grades, 
we are offering a special primary course. 

The primary teacher must have a bird’s eye view of many 
subjects, yet it is imperative that she have a thorough mastery 
of the subjects taught in the primary grades. This course is 
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designed to give a practical knowledge of the principles, meth- 
ods, and subject matter of primary teaching. 

Besides the regular academic and professional studies, it 
includes special courses in child study; kindergarten theory; 
reading and dramatic art; drawing, giving special work in 
water color, blackboard sketching, stenciling and clay model- 
ing; singing, including a study of materials suitable for the 
first four grades; nature study, of which school gardening is a 
part; and three courses in primary methods. 


Primary Metuops 41. One term. Methods in Reading 
and Language; special features, story telling, dramatization, 
picture study, and language games. 


Primary MeEtTuHops 42. One term. Methods in Number, 
History, and Manual Arts. The work in Manual Arts will in- 
clude: Making of booklets and portfolios; paper folding and 
cutting ; clay modeling, wood block printing; weaving of mats 
and baskets. 


Primary Meruops 51. Six weeks. This course offers a 
consideration of the social aspects of play and its demonstration 
in the form of sense training, indoor and outdoor games and 
folk dances adapted to the several periods of childhood. 

For description of content and method in other subjects 
of this course see the various departments: Nature study, for 
instance, is described under the head of Science. 


The Model School

The training of teachers is the distinctive purpose of the 
Normal School. The Model School is the laboratory for work- 
ing the academic information and methods gained in the Nor- 
mal School proper into practical use. Here the student teacher 
tests and modifies his theories of teaching. This important 
position of the training school makes necessary the most care- 
ful supervision and guidance of the student teacher in his 
work with the children. Special critic teachers are employed 
for this purpose, but this department, more than any other, 
belongs to the whole school and demands the attention and 
co-operation of every teacher. 


GENERAL Metuops 41 and 41H. Six weeks each term. 
One-half credit. Required of all seniors. This course is an 
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introduction to, and explanation of, the course of study and 
administration of the Model School work. 


TEACHING. Three terms. Open to seniors and advanced 
students. Thirty to sixty minutes of teaching or its equivalent 
required per day, according to the needs of the school. 


Students taking the academic standard course are per- 
mitted to take teaching as an elective subject. This enables 
those wishing to specialize in primary, elementary or grammar 
grade teaching to devote three terms work to their specialty. 

Critic meetings, two a week, every Wednesday and Friday, 
should be attended by all student teachers who have not secured 
three credits in teaching, 

The Model School offers all grades from Kindergarten to 
eighth inclusive. The pupils are principally from Valley City, 
though the school is open to children from any part of the 
state. A student completing the course in the Model School 
is given a diploma and admitted to the Normal School. The 
teaching in all grades is done partly by the seniors under the 
direct oversight of the critic teacher in charge of each room, 
and partly by the critic teachers themselves, who exhibit model 
lessons as a basis for observation on the part of the seniors. 

The school is supplied with needed appliances, and in every 
way is equal to the best elementary schools of the state. The 
moral and social tone of this department is of the highest 
order, on account of the contact which the pupils have with 
the students and teachers of the Normal School. The small 
classes and frequent promotions in the Model School enable 
bright pupils to pass the eight grades in less than eight years. 

The Model School pupils support an active athletic associ- 
ation and have basketball and tennis courts of their own. 
Model School pupils have the most beautiful and well equip- 
ped playground in the state. A school garden is cared for by 
the pupils, and a series of educational trips to the flour mill, 
electric railway and other industrial plants is distributed 
throughout the year. A Model school play is given each year 
and affords the children an unusual opportunity to develop 
free expression and dramatic ability. 

Probably no school in the country pays more attention to 
the health of the children. The school nurse visits each room 
every morning looking for any physical difficulties, particularly 
contagious diseases. A nurse’s room is maintained where 
lesser ailments are treated by the nurse free of charge. In 
more serious cases the school physician is called. 

Each year every child has the benefit of a careful physical 
and mental examination by the school physician, the nurse and 
the head of the department of psychology.

In order to reduce the cost of text books, all books are 
furnished by the school and rented to the pupils at a nominal 
charge. 


Department of Music

The Department of Music offers instruction in all branches 
of the musical art with a view to training not only singers 
and performers of merit, but also teachers of music so much 
needed in many communities of our state. Said Franz Liszt, 
“The idea that instruction in music should not be isolated, 
that it should form a part of education, is splendid; its practi- 
cal application would certainly be of advantage to music as 
well as to education.” Courses are offered in voice, piano, 
violin, violincello, mandolin, guitar, cornet, trombone, and 
other band and orchestral instruments. 

Among the leading features of this department may be 
mentioned a Choral Society of more than one hundred voices, 
an orchestra and a band that meet regularly for practice and 
appear several times during the year. The Normalonians, an 
organization of young ladies, is directed by the Dean of the 
department and during the past year appeared in two extensive 
concert tours across the state. A Men’s Glee Club and a 
Ladies’ Glee Club also flourish. 

A number of recitals and concerts are given during the year, 
culminating in the annual spring music festival. 

Besides bringing to the school one of the foremost artists 
each year the school maintains an artists’ course during the 
season of five to seven members. 

The aim is. to keep this department of musical instruction 
on a high level. Those who teach and those who practice the 
art are assured of the very best instruction and guidance. The 
department is self sustaining, being kept up by the fees of its 
students. But these are moderate as no profits are expected. 

For detailed information relative to the courses in music the 
school furnishes a separate catalog which will be mailed to 
anyone interested. 


Credit for Music 


Work done in any department of the Conservatory of 
Music which occupies one hour per day either lessons or prac- 
tice or both each day and for which the instructor in charge of 
such work shall give a passing grade entitles the student to a 
half credit each term. 





THE NORMALONIANS, A LADIES’ GLEE CLUB, TOURS THE STATE EACH YEAR 
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General Information 


Location 


ALLEY CITY, the county seat of Barnes county, is 
a thrifty city of 6,000 inhabitants, at the junction of 
two transcontinental lines, the Northern Pacific and 
Sault Ste. Marie railroads. It is therefore easy of 
access from all parts of the state and the country, 

every train stopping at Valley City. 

The site of the city is picturesque, beautiful and healthful 
and furnishes abundant opportunity for profitable field work 
in geography, geology, agriculture and nature study. 

Here is located the largest flour mill in the state. The 
giant trestle of the Northern Pacific Railway is a constant 
source of interest and wonder. The streets and walks are well 
kept. The people are hospitable. The city has an excellent 
system of public schools. Three newspapers are published in 
Valley City. The churches and lodges are numerous and well 
sustained. A Carnegie free library is open to the public, stu- 
dents included. As a center of a large trade and as a city of 
industrial importance the city of Valley City stands high among 
communities of its size. 





Buildings 


The work of the school is conducted in nine large buildings. 
The institution owns and operates its own power and heating 
plant. All buildings are lighted by electricity and ventilated 
scientifically. Closets, bathrooms, lavatories and gymnasia are 
abundant for the needs of all students. The auditorium in 
which the general exercises are held is the largest and finest 
in the state. 

The buildings most in use for general purposes are the 
auditorium, science building, the main building, the model 
school and the industrial arts building. These are all so con- 
nected by enclosed corridors that students may pass from one 
to the other without going out of doors, an arrangement very 
desirable in a region of varying climate like ours. 

The auditorium is at the west end of the group and con- 
tains, as its name implies, the general assembly room of the 
school. This great hall with its stage and anterooms will ac- 
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commodate any dramatic performance or concert that the 
school may give. On the floors below the auditorium are 
classrooms. 


Science hall, erected in 1903, contains, as its name implies, 
the leading science classrooms and laboratories, including 
physics, chemistry, geography. It also contains the lavatories 
and bath rooms for the athletic teams. The attic is used for 
gymnastic purposes in this building. In this building also the 
library is to be found. 


The main building, erected in 1892, while the smallest 
building in the group, is still called the main building because 
of its priority. It contains the offices of the school, the art de- 
partment, museums and the commercial department which oc- 
cupies a spacious room, formerly used as a general assembly 
room. 

The. model school building is the home of our training de- 
partment. It contains four grade rooms, each one seating two 
grades. These rooms are surrounded by numerous classrooms 
and rooms for special lines of work. The building also con- 
tains a small gymnasium for use of the training school, halls 
upstairs for the literary societies of the institution, the office of 
the supervisor, with necessary toilets, library, and all the ne- 
cessities of the complete elementary school. This buildings was 
erected in 1905. 


The latest building in point of construction is the industrial 
arts building, located at the rear of the main building. The 
first floor is the home of the agriculture department; the second 
floor, of the manual training department; the third floor, of the 
domestic science department. Each floor is arranged in such 
a way as to facilitate the progress of the different lines of work 
accommodated. 

A system of numbering the rooms has been attained where- 
by the new student or stranger may find any room to which he 
may be referred by number. All rooms in the auditorium are 
numbered from 1 to 100, 25 numbers being devoted to each 
floor. The first floor, therefore, would contain all rooms num- 
bered below 25; the second floor, all rooms numbered from 25 
to 49; the third floor, all rooms numbered from 50 to 74; the 
fourth floor, all rooms numbered from 75 to 99. A similar 
plan obtains in science hall except in this building, all rooms 
are numbered from 200 to 299; in the main building, they are 
numbered from 300 to 399; in model school, from 400 to 499; 
and in the industrial arts building, from 500 to 599. It is not 
to be understood, of course, that there are as many room as 
numbers indicated in this plan. 
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Grounds 


The grounds of the State Normal school are highly attrac- 
tive. The buildings are placed in a natural forest on a slight 
eminence at the foot of the high bluffs south of the city. The 
campus consists of some fifty acres comprising a beautifully 
wooded park immediately bordered by the Sheyenne river and 
by tree-covered hillsides at the rear, and having sufficient 
level upland for an athletic park, school gardens, etc. 

The original campus occupies about twelve acres, extending 
from the foot of Fifth avenue to the top of the bluffs in the 
rear of the school, a picturesque and interesting campus, esti- 
mated by many as one of the most beautiful natural sites 
around a school in the northwest. 

To the rear and on the hill, the school has acquired about 
forty-five acres extending across the north end of the entire 
quarter section. These grounds are in large part covered with 
the natural forest, though to the south of this, there is room for 
the school gardens, tennis courts, playgrounds, etc. 

In addition to this, the school has recently acquired a school 
farm of thirty acres on the level river bottom just west of the 
city, but only three or four blocks from the normal school. 
Plans are developed for the erection of the necessary farm 
buildings. On this farm are produced the vegetables for the 
dormitories, fodder for the teams and for the cattle that pro- 
duce the milk for the dormitories and the domestic science de- 
partment as well as plants for demonstration work conducted 
by the classes in agriculture. It is determined, ultimately, to 
make this farm somewhat of a demonstration farm for this 
region or perhaps, it would be better to say, to make it illustrate 
a desirable arrangement of farm grounds, buildings, etc., show- 
ing a suitable crop rotation in operation. 

Altogether, on the real estate side, the school is well pro- 
vided. The grounds are ample, well adapted to our needs, 
picturesque and interesting. 


History 


HE State Normal School was located by the Consti- 
tutional convention ; the act founding it being approved 
March 8, 1890. The school was first opened October 
13, 1890, in a room rented for the purpose. The com- 
mencement exercises of 1915 completed the first 





twenty-five years of the institution’s history. The Quarto-Cen- 
tennial Celebration was observed in connection with the annual 
commencement exercises. It faces its second quarter better 
than ever prepared to lead young people into the profession of 
teaching.

The Normal School is a child of the state. This particular 
school has sprung from the hearts of the pioneer people and 
has been generouslv supported by them. 

The first maintenance was provided for by an appropria- 
tion, March 2, 1892, and on March 7th of same year the act 
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under which its operation is provided for was approved. A 
Board of Management was appointed and the school opened its 
doors for the second session September 28, 1891, supported by 
funds appropriated bv the state. Its first building was dedi- 
cated September 6, 1892. Since that time it has erected or 
purchased for its use eight other buildings. Its faculty has 
grown from one member in 1890 to sixty instructors in 1915. 
Its first class graduated in June, 1894, and was three in num- 
ber. In 1915 the graduating class will number more than 200. 


Library 


The school has a good working library of over 10,000 vol- 
umes. It occupies a large room on the second floor and is 
easily accessible from all parts of the institution. The library 
is a government depository receiving copies of all documents 
released by the United States printing office. All North Da- 
kota documents are on file, as well as educational documents 
from other states. 

An excellent reading room is maintained in connection with 
the library. It is supplied with newspapers, periodicals and 
indexes to give ready access to any material in these periodicals. 
Most of the state papers are on file, enabling students to read 
home news. 

The librarian and her two assistants are constantly on hand 
to give students assistance in securing the books needed or in 
looking up the topics that may be required. The library is 
open from 8:00 a. m. to 6:00 p. m. for the use of students. 

The city maintains a free Carnegie library open to all stu- 
dents of the State Normal School. This library has a reading 
room and over 4,000 volumes of well selected books. 


Museum 


The curator and an assistant are giving their entire time 
to the management of an excellent museum, which contains a 
large herbarium and collection of zoological types, the fine 
private collection of North Dakota bird eggs, hundreds of con- 
chological and geological specimens, and other material of great 
service to the biological and agricultural departments. Besides 
these, it has a large industrial collection, including pictures, 
maps, railroad folders, stereopticon views, globes, and contribu- 
tions from the leading manufacturing firms of the country. All 
this material is in daily use in the class rooms of both the Nor- 
mal School and the Practice Department. 

The museum furnishes ample illustrative material for train- 
ing school classes as well as for Normal School instruction. 
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A large supply of post cards is used in various classes with the 
projectoscope. 

It is open to visitors at somewhat irregular hours, and the 
curator as her time and strength permits, will give lectures 
using the collections for illustrative purposes. 

A splendid, new, scientifically-constructed greenhouse also 
adds efficiency to the work in the sciences. 


Lectures and Concerts 


The Valley City Lecture Association supports the most 
expensive list of talent west of Minneapolis. It offers a splen- 
did course of lectures and musical numbers to which students 
are admitted every year at a merely nominal expense. During 
the past year some of the most notable orators, lecturers and 
musical numbers have appeared on the platform of the Valley 
City Lecture Association.

The Artist Course 


The Department of Music of the State Normal School has 
brought to the auditorium the foremost artists of the day, such 
as Nordica, Sembrich, Schumann-Heink, Melba and in fact, 
practically all of the greatest musicians. Each spring a musical 
festival is held, in which one of the great symphony orchestras 
appears. As a rule the Choral society offers one of the great 
oratorios and one of the classical light operas. 
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An annual artists’ course is maintained by the Music De- 
partment for the benefit of students and the local public. This 
has proven a success, especially from an educational stand- 
point. During the past year the following artists have ap- 
peared on this course:

The Valley City Chautauqua 


The Valley City Chautauqua Association offers a seven-day 
program of instruction and entertainment beginning the last 
week of June. This institution has become a permanent one, 
and all students of the summer session at the Normal School 
are presented with a season ticket to all programs without 
further charge than the regular enrollment fee of $2.00. 
Students who desire to do so may make arrangements to 
camp on the Chautauqua grounds while it is in session and 
enjoy the outdoor life while attending school. This assembly 
is an interesting annual event presenting many phases of prac- 
tical modern educational experiments. The Boys’ Encampment 
and Girls’ Encampment as they have been conducted at Chau- 
tauqua under the direction of the Normal School are worthy 
of the careful study of all persons interested in educational 
progress. Besides a rich program of education, inspiration, 
and entertainment, the Valley City Chautauqua holds a unique 
position in the educational world. 


Musical Advantages 


Special encouragement is given to the musical work at the 
Normal School. In 1908 the department of music was estab- 
lished and called the Normal School Conservatory. This de- 
partment offers instruction in all phases of musical art and 
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aims to train not only singers and performers of merit, but 
also teachers of music so much needed in many communities 
in our state. Private instruction is offered in voice, piano, 
violin, mandolin, guitar, trombone, and other band and or- 
chestral instruments. 

A leading feature of this Conservatory is the Choral Society 
of more than 100 voices, giving at least two great concerts 
each year. During the past year the society presented with 
much success, “Hiawatha’s Wedding Feast,” by Coleridge 
Taylor. The music of the year culminates in a splendid Musi- 
cal Festival. 

As has been said, it is the aim of the institution to bring 
to the students at least one of the world-famous artists each 
year. Mention has also been made of the Fourth Annual Ar- 
tists’ Course, bringing to the students several minor artists, 
having a greater educational value than a single artist of 
greater renown. 

Singing classes are offered each year in the regular Normal 
department free to all students. The first year’s work master- 
ing the technical phases of the subject. The second year 
offers rehearsals in chorus singing. 

The Normalonians is an organization of young ladies who 
have had the two years’ instruction above referred to. They 
hold weekly meetings under the direction of the instructor in 
voice, and during the past year have toured the state as a con- 
cert company. An orchestra has been maintained for several 
years, to which any student having a suitable instrument may 
be admitted without expense. 

The Normal School Band is an attractive organization and 
is oper: to both young men and young women who are music- 
ally inclined. ‘Instruction is also offered in this organization. 

A mandolin and guitar club will be formed if the demand 
be sufficient to justify it. 


The Monitorial System 


A monitorial system has been adopted and is in vogue at 
this institution which requires that each student shall be in 
some recitation room, the library, or the study hall during each 
period of each day except the first period in the morning and 
the last period Saturday afternoon unless contrary arrange- 
ments have been made satisfactory to the student’s adviser and 
the faculty member having general supervision of the so-called 
monitorial system. 


Religious Influences 
Any teaching sectarian in religion or partisan in politics 
is contrary to the policies of the institution. It aims, however, 
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to develop a high moral sense and a true Christian spirit. A 
very simple religious exercise is a feature of each daily as- 
sembly. Students are urged to attend the church of their 
choice at least once each Sunday. 

The students have, themselves, organized and are regularly 
conducting a Y. M. C. A. and a Y. W. C. A., and there is a 
Newman Club for the Catholic students. These organizations 
usually hold weekly meetings. 

These societies conduct many forms of Bible study and other 
forms of religious instruction. 

Wesley College offers each year, free to the students of the 
State Normal School, a course of lectures on the fundamentals 
of the religious life. These lectures are upon the Hazlett 
foundation and the past five years they have proved to be in- 
tensely interesting, inspiring and instructive and have been 
entirely devoid of sectarian bias. 

Christian organizations aim to shape the social life of the 
institution and to serve incoming students by meeting them at 
the train, securing boarding places, and helping in other mat- 
ters where new students have need. They aim to foster a 
wholesome spirit of good fellowship. 

A committee of the faculty is regularly appointed to pro- 
mote and encourage the religious life of the school and to 
- guide helpfully the student organizations. 


Athletics 


The students of the school support an athletic association. 
Football, basketball, baseball and track work can be partici- 
pated in by any who desire these forms of exercise and prac- 
tice. The school has made an excellent record in its athletic 
work, and one instructor gives a part of every day to this 
feature. The school provides ample gymnasia, athletic grounds 
with football field and baseball diamond, several tennis courts 
and daily instruction in calisthenics. 

The institution, however, is more concerned with athletics 
as an outgrowth of the play spirit than with teams as machines 
for winning games. The aim is that all may play the games 
who desire to do so, and it is required that all students shall 
learn the theory of all the games with a view of being helpful 
in the schools they may teach. 


High School Meet 


The faculty has established an annual athletic or field meet 
and declamatory contest for High Schools of North Dakota. 
This is strictly a high school affair, conducted under the rules 
of the institution, and is held yearly the last of May. Medals 
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are provided for the successful competitors in declamation and 
for the winners of the various athletic events. The meet is par- 
ticipated in regularly by a goodly number of high schools and 
is proving a pronounced success. 


Play Day 


The school also nromotes and fosters an annual play day for 
Barnes county. The children of all the schools of the county 
are invited to the campus for contests in athletics, sports and 
games. Hundreds of children appear every year and enjoy 
a day at regulated games supervised by the athletic authorities 
of the Normal School. 


Book Store 


The school conducts a small book store where students can 
secure books and all students’ material at prices less than 
those usually charged at retail stores. 


Students are required to furnish their own text-books. 
Many books may be purchased second hand if desired. 


Publications 


The institution nublishes monthly except August a Bulletin 
which reflects the work and life of the institution. The June 
number is the Annual School Catalog. 


The Blizzard is an annual book issued by the Senior class, 
richly illustrated and containing a fairly complete record of the 
school year. 


The Alumni Quarterly as its name implies is a publication 
that represents the graduates of the school and is issued by 
the graduates’ association as a means of intercommunication. 


Expenses 


Tuition is free, but a matriculation fee is required by order 
of the Board of Trustees of $5.00 to be paid once every school 
year. The school also requires an Athletic or Physical Edu- 
cation fee of $.50. The laboratories may require a fee which 
will never exceed $1.50 per term to cover wear and tear of 
equipment. Students in all departments of the school are re- 
quired to pay for all material used in their work as nearly as 
the cost thereof can be estimated by the head of the depart- 
ment, but all projects made from such materials become the 
property of the students. Recently the Board of Trustees 
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authorized a 50 cent fee to be paid by students each term in 
support of a lecture and entertainment course. 

Expenses at this institution are as low as at any school in 
the Northwest. At the same time a high standard of living is 
maintained. 

Board and room can be obtained for $3.75 a week. By the 
formation of culbs, board and room can be had for less; other 
expenses are what the student chooses to make them. 

The institution now has three fine dormitories near the 
school accommodating 160 young women. Everything in them 
for comfortable living is furnished, except soap and napkin 
ring, both of which the student should bring. The charge is 
$45.00 for the term of twelve weeks, payable by the month, 
always in advance. No reductions or commutations are 
allowed except in cases of severe sickness. Young women in 
these halls are under the direct care of the matron, subject to 
rules posted in the building. 

The Episcopal Church of North Dakota owns and operates 
a delightful home for young ladies within two blocks of the 
school, furnishing board and room at a very moderate price. 
A competent matron is in charge. The charge, $18.00 per 
month. 

The Methodist Episcopal Church also operates, as a feature 
of the Wesley College work, a home for young women in 
which young ladies from Methodist homes aie given prefer- 
ence. A matron conducts this institution also, and the charges 
are very moderate, $18.00 per month. These dormitories are 
under a distinct religious influence without sectarianism. 


Students desiring to reserve a room in advance should send 
$2.00 to the president of the school. The $2.00 is credited on 
the first month’s board. In case the student does not come 
within the first two days of school this fee is forfeited. Stu- 
dents are advised to reserve their rooms in advance. 

In addition to the above facilities, there are a large number 
of private homes which make a practice of accommodating stu- 
dents of the Normal School at prices that vary according to 
location and kind of accommodation offered. No student need 
hesitate to come to Valley City any time of the year, even 
though a boarding house has not been secured in advance. The 
Dean of Women always has a list of private boarding places 
at her office and gladly helps all students to find a home in 
Valley City. She will, if desired, engage private board in ad- 
vance of the student’s arrival, but students desiring board and 
room in private families are advised to see the home personally 
before engaging. No student should engage a private board- 
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ing house until he or she has consulted the Dean of Women 
to ascertain what houses are on the approved list. 


The expenses per year for each young lady student room- 
ing at the Hall might be estimated about as follows:

Laundry, travel, spending money and other incidentals will 
vary widely according to circumstances. 

Students are cautioned against leaving money in their rooms 
Or in wraps in cloak rooms. Upon entering school it is well 
to open a checking account at a local bank. If this is not done, 
arrangements may be made to leave money on deposit at the 
secretary’s office and draw it out in small amounts as needed. 


Dean of Women 


At the beginning of the school year, 1914-15, the school 
secured the services of a dean of women. This office is new to 
our institution but we have found much need of it in years that 
are past. 


Students living outside of the dormitory are under the di- 
rect supervision of the dean of women. They are expected to 
secure rooms and boarding houses approved by-her. She will 
consider with students all matters concerning their homes while 
in the city, the student’s relation to the householder. She care- 
fully inspects students’ quarters to see that they are kept in 
order and confers with householders with a view of making the 
relation between student boarder and landlady pleasant and 
successful. Each student is required to file with the dean of 
women a copy of contract entered into between the student and 
his landlady. No student is permitted to change his rooming or 
boarding place without having first secured the approval of the 
dean. 


It is often possible to secure homes where students may ex- 
change service for room and board. This arrangement should 
be made with the approval of the dean of women who is often 
in a position to help students to secure such accommodations. 

Cases of sickness should be reported to her and she will 


give such care, assistance and advice as the case may seem to 
require.

Students living outside of the dormitories are expected to 
secure permission from the dean of women at least twenty-four 
hours before departure at any time when they wish to leave 
the city for home or elsewhere at the week-end. 


The dean of women acts as chairman of the social com- 
mittee of the faculty and is in general the social engineer and 
adviser in all social events taking place at the institution. 
Classes and organizations giving social functions should con- 
sult the dean of women before fixing a date and in general 
be guided by her advice and supervision. 


Further, the time of the dean of women is at the disposal 
of all students who wish to consult her in the absence of 
parents. It is to be understood that her relation is that of the 
helpful friend. Nothing which affects the comfort or well 
being of any student is too small or too trivial to be brought 
to her attention. Thus, with her help added to that of the 
faculty adviser, no student need feel friendless or lonely while 
a member of the State Normal School. The institution has 
vested her with large authority but it is hoped rather that her 
relation to students will be friendly and helpful rather than 
authoritative. 


The Faculty Advisory System 


In order to keep in closer touch with the life of students 
and to understand their needs more fully, the several members 
of the faculty are assigned as special advisers of groups of 
about twenty students each. The instructor is expected to be- 
come well acquainted with the needs of each student and in a 
peculiar sense to act as “guide, philosopher and friend” to each 
of his group. When the student first appears at the registrar’s 
desk, he is assigned at once to his faculty adviser whose first 
duty is to help him choose his course of study and then to decide 
upon the studies to be taken for that particular term. He will 
thoroly consider with each student all questions relating to his 
educational advancement. He may act in a friendly way as 
adviser in all matters affecting health, social affairs, his entrance 
upon the profession of teaching and give advice upon other 
problems that are interesting and important to students. In 
all these latter affairs, however, his or her action must be in 
harmony with the superior authority of the dean of women. 
The distinction between the offices might be described as fol- 
lows: the faculty adviser is concerned with his advisee’s rela- 
tions to the school as a student, the dean of women is con- 
cerned with him as a person. 
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Advice to Intending Students 


Read this book carefully. 

Do not be afraid to ask questions, by letter before you 
arrive or personally at the office after arrival. 

Be present the first day of the term if possible. 

Do not take too many subjects. Five is the maximum with- 
out faculty permission. 

Report at the office for all needed assistance and advice 
immediately upon arrival. 

Bring such text books and books of reference as you may 
have. 


Some Things Expected of Students 


There are few rules to be observed at this institution, but 
the following requirements seem to be dictated by good sense 
and our experience in dealing with large bodies of students 
and may be said to express the school ideals. Students are, 
therefore, required: 

To conform to rules that may be announced from time to 
time. 

To be prompt and regular in attendance on all school 
exercises. 

To observe such hours of study as may be designated. 

To conform to the ordinary usages of good society in their 
relations to the public, to the teachers, and to each other. 

To leave the city only on permission of the matron, if an 
occupant of the dormitories. If not in the dormitories, then 
permission should be secured of the dean of women 24 hours 
hours before departure. But only the president can excuse if 
absence from class or other school exercise is involved. 

To occupy no boarding house not approved by the dean of 
women. 

To take proper care of all school property they may be 
using. 

To refrain from any action that would bring discredit upon 
the good name of the student body. 

To refrain from participation in private classes, local en- 
tertainments, social functions, or any other enterprise that will 
clash with school work, until the consent of the President has 
been secured. 

To submit to full physical examination by the physical di- 
rector of the school upon entrance and after being infected 
with any contagious disease. 

To secure a written statement from the physical director be- 
fore re-entering, authorizing his return. 
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The school is the property of the state, more particularly 
of the teachers of the state. Its class exercises are always 
open to the public. Every citizen of the state is cordially 
welcome at any time.
